ROBERT LEE PUGH 


. Born July 15, 1902, in New Bern, North Carolina, son of the late 
Col. W. N. Pugh and Mrs. Pugh. One of six children, four boys and 
two girls, all of whom are living. Mother still living in New Bern, 
at age of 85 is enjoying comparatively good health. 


Educated in the grammar and high school of New Bern, graduat- 
ing in 1920. Enrolled Wake Forest College in fall of 1920 and con- 
tinued there for two years, withdrawing after two years because of ` 
lack of funds and taught school at Cove City in Craven County. Re- 
enrolled at Wake Forest fall 1928 and graduated with Bachelor of 
Arts Degree in 1925. Later attended Summer School, Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City, and still later at Harvard University, Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. Began work on Master's Degree at University 
of North Carolina and completed it in 1950, obtaining the Degree of 
Master of Arts in Education. 


Licensed to preach in 1920 by the First Baptist Church of New 
Bern for the Missionary Baptist Denomination and ordained by the 
same church in 1925. While teaching in the public schools, also preach- 
ed, last pastorate at La Grange where he preached for twelve years. 
When he became Superintendent of Craven County Schools gave up 
all pastoral work, preaching only occasionally and upon invitation. 


Practically all teaching has been in Craven County, teaching 
high school in Ft. Barnwell, Jasper, Brinson Memorial and Principal 
at Ft. Barnwell and Dover. In 1985-36 was requested to come to New 
Bern from principalship at Dover to substitute for the County Su- 
perintendent who was on leave of absence for one year. County Su- 
perintendent returned end of that year and subject went to Mt. Olive 
in Wayne County to serve as principal. End of that year, 1937, the 
Superintendent of the Craven County Schools resigned to enter other 
employment and subject was elected to succeed him. Removed to New 
Bern, August 1937, to begin duties in this position and has been sub- 
sequently re-elected each two year period. 


Elected to receive Degrees in Masonry in Doric Lodge 568, New 
Bern, North Carolina, 1931 while his father-in-law, John C. Davis, 
was Master. All three degrees received in one week's time; Initiated 
Feb. 18, 1931; Passed Feb. 17, and Raised to Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason on the night of February 20, 1931. Appointed to the 
line as Junior Deacon in 1941 by A. H. Bremer, who was Master of 
Doric Lodge at that time. Elevated each year thereafter until 1945, 
when elected to serve Doric Lodge as Master. 

In Masonry of the York Rite, received Royal Arch Chapter, 
Council and Commandery Degrees in 1936. Eminent Commander, St. 
John's Commandery No. 10, New Bern, in 1945. 

Received degrees of the Scottish Rite, November 1935. Appointed 
Lecturer for the Bodies 1938 and still serving in this capacity. Vener- 
able Master, New Bern Lodge of Perfection No. 6; Wise Master Rose 
Croix Chapter No. 5; Master Kadosh, Council of Kadosh No. 4; and 
Preceptor New Bern Consistory No. 3; Elevated to rank and decora- 
tion Knight Commander, Court of Honor 1941; Coronetted with rank 
and dignity Sovereign Grand Inspector General, Honorary, 1945. 

In 1946 appointed by Most Worshipful William J. Bundy as 
Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and each 
subsequent year has been elevated to the next higher position. Chair- 


man of Special Committee on Masonic Ceremonies, responsible for 
revision of all Masonic Ceremonies. 


Religious activities: Since returning to New Bern as Superin- 
tendent of County Schools, and retiring from active pastoral work 
in the ministry, has continued religious interests in various activities. 
Member First Baptist Church; one-time Deacon and for some years 
Chairman of the Board of Deacons; Superintendent Sunday School; 
for many years teacher Men's Fellowship Class and still continuing 
in this position; first President Baptist Brotherhood; has preached 
in practically all Protestant churches in New Bern and Craven county. 


Has been a Kiwanian; Past President Lions Club; now a mem- 
ber Rotary Club; Boy Scout Council Committee Chairman; Director 
Red Cross; Director Infantile Paralysis Association; Past President, 
Superintendent Division, Northeastern Education Association; Mem- 
ber North Carolina Education Association; National Education As- 
sociation; American Association of School Administrators; Phi Delta. 
Kappa Graduate Educational Fraternity; Member Board of Trustees, 
Wake Forest College. 


In 1929 married Lottie Lee Grant, of New Bern, originally from 


Northampton County, a First Grade teacher, who continues to teach 
that grade in the Brinson Memorial School. No children.

During the past year I have endeavored to keep the 
Craft informed and to give you a few things to think about. 


Again, I would like to bring to your attention the fact. 
that we are passing through a great crisis, which has con-. 
fused many of our American people. The future has been, 
and still is, so uncertain that no one, not even our Nation's 
leaders, can predict with any certainty what the outcome. 
will be. Whatever it is, we should be prepared to contribute- 
that influence necessary to perpetuate our principles and 
ideals, that have been handed down to us in the past by 
those in whose footsteps we follow. If we are going to be. 
true leaders of Light, we must have in mind the enlarge-. 
ment of the human life, physically, socially, morally, and 
spiritually. The kind of thinking we do, and the acts of 
our daily lives, will decide what kind of world we help to, 
make, and whether or not we will be able to influence that. 
trend of action, which is carrying us away from our ob-. 
jective. We must, of necessity, refine our thinking, inspire: 
our energies and elevate our ideals, in order to perpetuate. 
our high standard of Freedom and Liberty. 


In the past few years the demands for research, inven- 
tions and discoveries have been so great that rapid strides. 
have been made in practically every field that includes. 
physical and tangible things. The harnessing of the energy 
released by the Atom has revolutionized practically every 
field of endeavor, and we have developed into the Atomic- 
Age. This constant development of Atomic power has placed. 
us in a rapidly changing world. Scientists are constantly ex- 
perimenting for the development of new products, and 
through this process they have made remarkable progress 
in many fields. Since the many energies have been controlled 
and put to use, we find ourselves living more and more in a 
materialistic world, each fighting the battle of survival, by- 
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accumulating worldly goods, until we have lost sight of our ` 
true objective. 


I am wondering today if our educational and religious 
programs are geared to keep pace with the rapid progress 
that we are making in the other fields. I am confident that 
we should increase our efforts, and make plans to advance 
these necessities, to the extent that we can keep up with 
the ever increasing needs that we are confronted with to- 
day. If we do not consider and make plans to expand these 
two programs, we will eventually become confused, which 
will result in our inability to face the realities of life, then 
fear will predominate our thinking, and will cause us much 
confusion in our lives as time goes by. I know of nothing 
that is a better antidote for the many perplexities we en- 
counter each day than education and religion. If these two 
things are given the proper places in our busy lives, they 
will afford us much comfort in the times of trouble. We must 
also, of necessity, equip ourselves with Masonic knowledge, 
and be willing to display, by example, those virtues that 
mark us as Masons; believing as we should, that Masonry 
is more than a name, another institution, or a brotherhood; 
that it is a way of life bringing to man the greatest amount 
of freedom, security and happiness, and is, therefore, vital 
as a process of thought and action, to every man engaged 
in promoting the welfare of his society. 


In these days of anxiety, thoughtful persons are much 
concerned over the problems that face us at the present 
time. We must make great decisions, and it is vital that we 
make them wisely, yet firmly. America today faces the bur- 
den of leadership, in regards to the entire world. Our eco- 
nomic strength is such that we must of necessity, assume 
some of the responsibility of restoring prosperity to Europe 
and Asia, and in a political way, offer guidance at a time 
when there is great tension between the nations of the 
world. A greater task has never before befallen a nation 
in recorded history. You and I, of course, cannot individually 
make over the world, but millions of Masons who are alert 
to the needs and truths of life can, and must, contribute to 
that task, because without America, there will be little hope 
for freedom, democracy, Masonry, churches, and finally in- 
dividuals. 


Masonry’s contribution in these troubled times will be 
measured by the way each of us lives our lives, in conform- 
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ity to Masonic teaching, and the service rendered to the ben- 
efit of mankind. Each of us must search our hearts, and 
make an earnest contribution toward the building of hu- 
manity as a tolerant and enlightened brotherhood. 


It has often been said that people long ago learned how 
to die together, but they have never learned how to live to- 
gether. We cannot help but think that somewhere things 
have gone wrong in the moral and spiritual process of the 
American way of life. The Bible, upon which Masonry was 
founded, and upon which every Mason takes an obligation, 
tells us that we must have faith in God; that faith which is 
a unifying force in the family, the church and the Nation, 
which is enduring and eternal, binding men and nations to- 
gether. For without this faith, men cannot have faith in 
each other, themselves or their country. It is through this 
faith and our actions alone, that the individual, the race, and 
the nation can overcome intolerance, bigotry, and the com- 
mon ills of mankind. 


I am happy to inform you that during the past year the 
Craft has enjoyed prosperity. We made a net gain in mem- 
bership of 1,756, making a total of 55,880 Masons in this 
Grand Jurisdiction. 


While it is very gratifying to know that we are growing 
in number, we should bear in mind the true strength of our 
Fraternity is not in numbers but rather in the quality of our 
membership and deeds accomplished. 


One year ago I assumed the gavel of authority in this 
Grand Jurisdiction. God has given me the health, strength 
and courage to serve you to the best of my ability. My breth- 
ren, you are now called upon to judge as to how well I have 
served you, and I pray that you will be charitable as I now 
render an account of my stewardship. 


NECROLOGY 


This Grand Jurisdiction has been most fortunate in not 
having suffered the loss of any member of its official fam- 
ily during the year. Many of our friends and brethren 
in this and other Grand Jurisdictions have answered the 
call of our Supreme Grand Master. Since our last annual 
communication this Grand Jurisdiction has been saddened 
by the death of a truly great Mason, Most Worshipful Julius 
C. Hobbs, who passed to his reward on June 8, 1953. I 
called an Emergent Communication of the Grand Lodge in 
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Wilmington, North Carolina, on June 9, 1953, and Brother 
Hobbs was buried with Masonic honors. Suitable resolutions 
will be presented later at this communication. May we stand 
for a moment in silent tribute to their memory, after which 
the Grand Chaplain will lead us in prayer. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


No Grand Master has ever had a finer group of Master 
Masons to work with than the present forty-three District 
Deputy Grand Masters. Without exception they are devoted 
and loyal to the Craft. To them I express my sincere thanks 
and appreciation. They have filled their office with honor 
and dignity ; they have responded to every request promptly 
and efficiently. 


Grand Master Hoffman, in his report, recommended 
that the Grand Lodge provide regulation aprons for the 
District Deputy Grand Masters, the same to be passed 
from the Deputy retiring to the one assuming office in that 
respective District. Grand Master Foy made the same rec- 
ommendation. The Grand Lodge took no action. I again 
make this recommendation. The District Deputy Grand 
Masters should be furnished a regulation apron and it 
should be worn on all official visits.

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DISTRICT MEETINGS 


The only satisfactory medium of contact with the breth- 
ren throughout the Grand Jurisdiction is in District Meet- 
ings. In order to relieve your Grand Secretary, your Grand 
Master tried an experiment this year. With your Grand 
Secretary, we held conferences with the officers in the 
afternoon in all the odd districts at which time the even 
districts were invited to attend. We held our District Meet- 
ings in the odd districts on the same night. These meetings 
were well attended. After finishing the odd districts, I then 
scheduled an evening meeting for the even districts. Of 
course, this method necessitated your Grand Master cover- 
ing the entire state twice. However, I felt with the heavy 
load in the Grand Secretary's office that it was necessary 
for him to be there as much as possible. 


I called a meeting of all the District Deputy Grand 
Masters on June lst: at the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and outlined my program for the year. This program 
has been carried out in every district. It has been my 
pleasure to visit every district in the state at least once 
and most of them twice during the past year, and many 
of the districts have been visited by other officers of the 
Grand Lodge. 


VISITATIONS 


Being a person who loves to travel and meet with the 
brethren of the Craft, I have accepted every invitation re- 
ceived when it was humanly possible for me to do so. 
During the past year, I have traveled approximately forty 
thousand miles and filled over two hundred Masonic en- 
gagements. On a number of occasions it has been my great 
pleasure to present Twenty-five Year Service Awards and 
also a number of Veteran's Emblems on behalf of the Grand 
Lodge and to honor those brethren who have been faithful 
to the Craft for many years. | 


VISITATIONS TO OTHER GRAND JURISDICTIONS 


During the past five years it has been my great pleasure 
to visit many Grand Jurisdictions. During the past year 
it has been my pleasure to visit the Grand Lodge of Illinois, 
the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, and the Grand Lodge of 
Virginia. Many other invitations were received; however, 
due to the heavy load in this Grand Jurisdiction, it was not 
possible to accept. In each instance I was most cordially 
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received and the many courtesies and wonderful hospi- 
tality shown me will be long remembered. 


EMERGENT COMMUNICATIONS 

During the year we have held nine Emergent Communi- 
cations as follows: 

On June 9, 1953, an Emergent Communication in St. 
John’s Lodge No. 1 at Wilmington for the purpose of con- 
ducting the funeral of our beloved Brother, Most Worship- 
ful Julius C. Hobbs. 

On July 6, 1953, an Emergent Communication at Swan- 
quarter for the purpose of dedicating their new Masonic 
Temple. 

On October 7, 1953, an Emergent Communication at 
Hillsboro for the purpose of laying the corner stone of the 
new Court House. 

On November 5, 1953, an Emergent Communication in 
John H. Mills Lodge No. 624 at Epsom for the purpose of 
laying the corner stone. However, we found that it would 
be in strict violation of THE CODE to perform the cere- 
mony as they only had a slab and not a corner stone. 

On November 24, 1953, an Emergent Communication at 
Denton for the purpose of dedicating their new Masonic 
Temple. 

On November 25, 1953, an Emergent Communication 
at Valdese for the purpose of laying the corner stone in the 
afternoon and the dedication of their Masonic Temple 
that night. 

On December 1, 1953, an Emergent Communication at 
Reidsville for the purpose of dedicating their new Temple. 

On March 13, 1954, an Emergent Communication at 
Champion for the purpose of dedicating the new Temple 
of Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 573. 

On April 10, 1954, an Emergent Communication at 
Durham for the purpose of laying the corner stone of Eno 
Lodge No. 210 and Fellowship Lodge No. 687. 


DISPENSATIONS FOR NEW LODGES 
I have issued dispensations for the formation of three 
new lodges and these lodges were duly instituted on the 
following dates by your Grand Master: 
Asheboro U.D., on December 29, 1953. 
Butner U.D., on December 30, 1953. 
Cape Hatteras U.D., on December 31, 1953. 
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OTHER DISPENSATIONS 


The usual number of requests for dispensations to elect 
officers have been received because of failure to elect of- 
ficers at the time prescribed by THE CODE. These requests 
were granted and dispensations issued in accordance with 
THE CODE. 


The resignations of a few officers for good cause have 
been approved and a dispensation issued for elections to 
fill the vacancies, or an order issued to the Master to fill 
the vacancies with pro tempore appointment. 


Several Secretaries have died during the year and in 
each case a dispensation was granted to elect a new Sec- 
retary upon request from the lodge involved. 


Other dispensations have been issued to lodges to hold 
meetings in buildings other than their own Lodge Hall. 
However, in each of these cases it was shown that an 
emergency had arisen and that the building to be used was 
safe in all respects from cowans and eavesdroppers. 


The charter of Buffalo Lodge No. 172 having been 
destroyed when their building burned, I issued a dispen- 
sation on February 8, 1954, to continue its labors until 
this Annual Communication. I recommend that a duplicate 
charter be issued to this lodge. 


On April 23, 1953, I issued a dispensation to State Line 
Lodge No. 375 to continue its labors until this Annual 
Communication, its charter having been destroyed by fire. 
I recommend a duplicate charter also be issued to this 
lodge. 


Copies of all dispensations issued have been filed in the 
office of the Grand Secretary and copies have been fur- 
nished the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 


DISPENSATIONS DENIED 


L Winston Lodge No. 167, having failed to secure an election of a 
Master at its stated communication in December 1953, I issued a 
dispensation to them to hold an election at their stated communi- 
cation on January 11, 1954. At this stated communication they 
failed again to elect a Master. A second request was made for a 
dispensation to hold an election at their stated communication on 
February 8, 1954. This dispensation was denied and the present 
elective officers were ordered to continue to serve until their 
respective successors had been duly elected and installed as pro- 
vided in THE CODE. (Reg. 64-01). It was very apparent that 
the spirit if not the letter of our Regulations 13-06 and 62-08 (3) 
had been grossly violated; and furthermore, it appeared that the 
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lodge could not, at that time and in the atmosphere of a deadlock 
ereated by the last two attempts, elect a Master unless there was 
a violation of the clear intent and purpose of those laws. 


2. Mr. *A" petitioned Linville Lodge No. 489 at the stated communi- 
cation held on September 4, 1953. A ballot was spread and Mr. 
“A” was rejected. The Master called for a second ballot and that 
also resulted in a rejection. The matter was then discussed at 
some length and a motion was made and carried that the Secre- 
tary be instructed to write the Grand Master requesting a special 
dispensation allowing the lodge to vote again on this petitioner 
and that it was the opinion of some of the brethren present 
that the rejection was due to a personal matter held by a brother 
casting the black cube. 


ANSWER: Your Master has permitted the law to be grossly vio- 
lated. Regs. 71-06(2); 73-03; 76-04; 76-06; 76-08; 76-09 and 
76-11. I have no authority under THE CODE to grant a new 
ballot; therefore your request is denied. 


3. Jefferson Penn Lodge No. 384 requested a dispensation to elect 
officers on November 17, 1953, in order that it would not con- 
flict with their dedication services on December 1, 1953. This was 
denied. Reg. 16-04(8A-4). 


4. Linville Lodge No. 489 requested a dispensation to hold a stated 
communication on the top of Grandfather Mountain in Avery 
County as “a stimulus to the Lodge". This dispensation was denied 
as it was in violation of Article 8, Section 3, of their By-laws, also 
in my opinion this was not an emergency as defined under Reg. 
16-04 (8G). 


LECTURE SERVICE 


- Reports in detail on the Lecture Service and the prog- 
ress in certifying brethren who are proficient in the ritual, 
will be given by the Board of Custodians and the Grand 
Lecturer. In this connection I recommend that special ef- 
forts be made by those in charge of this work, to have every 
lodge in our Grand Jurisdiction lectured at least one week 
in every two years, as required in Regulation 35-09. 


CHAIN LETTERS 


It seems that it will be necessary for our Grand Lodge 
to take action in some way to settle beyond all question, 
its position in the matter of so called “Masonic Chain 
Letters". This subject was presented to us in 1952 by 
Grand Master Herbert M. Foy and he seriously suggested 
that the circulation of such letters by Masons may con- 
stitute a Masonic offense, subjecting the sender to charges 
for un-Masonic conduct; however, the practice has not 
been discontinued and during the past year several such 
letters were circulated in our Grand Jurisdiction. I rec- 
ommend that the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence take

this subject under consideration and offer its recommen- 
dation for a cure for this disease. 


ONE-STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


I approved the requests of the following lodges to 
erect or to occupy one-story lodge buildings, subject to each 
being safe from cowans and eavesdroppers, and subject 
also to approval by the Lodge Service Commission: Cape 
Hatteras Lodge U.D., Fulton Lodge No. 99, Eno Lodge 
No. 210 and Andrew Jackson Lodge No 576. 


COMMITTEES, COMMISSIONS, BOARDS, AND 
BOARDS OF DIRECTORS 

It may be trite to say, but it certainly is true, that many 
members of our Boards and Committees do not attend the 
meetings to give their mature judgment, advice and as- 
sistance in the work of our Grand Lodge. We very much 
need their assistance and counsel and I sincerely hope 
that they will each devote themselves more actively in 
the future to the duties assigned to them by their election 
or appointment. 


WAIVER OF PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 


After a careful investigation of each case, I granted 
150 dispensations for Waiver of Physical Disabilities, and 
I refused 11 requests therefor. Sixteen cases are in sus- 
pense awaiting the report of the Master and the Commit- 
tee of Investigation. In each case I required a special writ- 
ten report signed by the Master and each member of the 
Committee of Investigation, each of whom was required to 
see the petitioner personally before making the report. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


1. FACTS: An Entered Apprentice was initiated on August 1, 
1951 and thereafter, on September 4, 1951, he entered the armed 
forces of the United States and was assigned to Korea. He was 
unable to prepare himself for advancement while in the service. 
He was separated from the service during the first part of 
June, 1958, and now desires to advance. 

QUESTION: Does Reg. 81-08 authorize the advancement of this 
Entered Apprentice without the application and ballot required 
in Reg. 81-07, if he presents himself properly prepared for 
advancement within six weeks after his discharge from such ser- 
vice, because he was in the armed service of the United States in 
time of war? 

ANSWER: Yes. Reg. 81-08 applies. The Korean conflict is war, 
authorized by the United Nations. 

2. FACTS: Brother Waldrop died a member of Dunn's Rock 
Lodge No. 267 and received Masonic burial, but he owed dues 
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for the current year only (1953) amounting to $10.00. Now 
his son, a member of that lodge, desires to pay the dues of his 
father, because he considers them to be an honest debt that should 
have been paid in January, 1953. 


QUESTION: Does the lodge have authority to accept the dues? 


ANSWER: Yes. The lodge may accept the dues, or they may 
remit them under Regs. 84-23; 85-37; 85-39. 


9. FACTS: Mr. A B was duly elected for the degrees in Masonry. 
Before he was initiated, a member of the lodge requested 
another ballot under Reg. 81-02, which ballot should have been 
taken at the next stated communication. Before the next stated 
communication, the objector withdrew his objection; and, at the 
next stated communication, the Master ruled that there would not. 
be a ballot, because the objection had been withdrawn. You asked 
two questions: 


First QUESTION: Can the brother who made the request for 
another ballot withdraw his request? 


ANSWER: No. There is nothing in our law to permit or authorize 
the withdrawal of an objection in such a case; and I rule that, 
when the brother made the objection, he set in operation Regs. 
76-17 and 81-02, each of which makes it mandatory to ballot 
again on the petition. When the objection was made, the pro- 
cedure from then on was beyond the control of the objector; and 
the case was a matter for the members of the lodge to decide 
under the mandatory provisions of the Regulations quoted above, 
notwithstanding the withdrawal of the objection; therefore, I 
rule that the ballot should have been taken as required in Reg. 
81-02. 


SECOND QUESTION: Did the Master err in not taking the ballot. 
at the next stated communication? 


ANSWER: Yes. Because of the mandatory language of Regs. 76-17 
and 81-02. If the Grand Lodge had intended that the withdrawal 
of an objection to the initiating of a candidate would make it. 
unnecessary to carry out the provisions of Reg. 81-02, it would. 
have made provisions to that effect. 

The Master should ballot on this petition at the next stated com-. 
munication after the receipt of this opinion, observing carefully 
Reg. 81-02. 


4. FACTS: As a courtesy to your lodge, upon request of your 
lodge, David Lawrence Bridgers received the Entered Apprentice 
and Fellow Craft degrees while stationed in the state of Texas. 
He is now home on furlough, and desires to continue his work 
on the catechism of the Fellow Craft Degree. 

QUESTION: Since more than six months have passed since he re-. 
ceived the Fellow Craft Degree, please advise if Regulation 81-08. 
may be applied. 

ANSWER: Yes, Regulation 81-08 applies. The Korean conflict is. 
war, authorized by the United Nations. 


b. FACTS: The lodge has appointed a special committee to raise 
funds for constructing a lodge hall. 
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QuESTION: Would it be permissible for that committee to name 
a Treasurer to receive and handle the money collected, instead 
of paying the money to the Secretary of the lodge? 


ANSWER: No. THE CODE provides in Regulation 67-16(4), that 
the Secretary shall receive all moneys due the lodge, and Regu- 
lation 67-15(1 through 6) provides that the Treasurer shall re- 
ceive the same from the Secretary. This is the law made by the 
Grand Lodge on this subject, and there is no authority but the 
Grand Lodge that can change it. I suggest that you read care- 
fully all of Regulations 67-15 and 67-16. 


. FACTS: At a stated communication of “A” Lodge during the 


course of balloting the Master ordered a re-ballot on the petition 
then pending, after he had examined the ballot as required in 
Reg. 76-4(5). One of the members present addressed the Master 
and remarked that “We just balloted on that man." The Master 
ruled the Brother out of order and the ballot proceeded. After 
the close of balloting the Master explained to the Brother why he 
had ruled him out of order and then discussed the various Regula- 
tions concerning balloting, and the requirement that all members 
present, vote. 


QUESTION: Would it be a violation of THE CODE if the Master 
read Regulation 76-04(6) before ordering the re-ballot in a secret 
ballot? 

ANSWER: No. It is not a violation of THE CODE; furthermore, 
it would be proper and profitable to read all, or any part, of 
Regulation 76-04 before a secret ballot is begun. 


. FACTS: Mr. “A”, a resident of the jurisdiction of Hominy 


Lodge No. 491, Candler, North Carolina, petitioned John A. 
Nichols Lodge No. 650, Asheville, North Carolina, for the de- 
grees in Masonry; and he was elected on November 12, 1953. 
The error was discovered before Mr. "A" received the First De- 
gree. 


QUESTION: What is his status? 


ANSWER: A. Lodge No. 650, not having jurisdiction and the 
First Degree not having been conferred, the election is illegal 
and void. (Regs. 76-13 and 76-14). The Master of Lodge No. 650 
shall comply with Reg. 74-02, withdraw the petition, and return 
the fee paid by Mr. “A”. (Reg. 72-04). 

B. Lodge No. 650 may request a waiver of jurisdiction from 
Lodge No. 491 on Official Form No. 61; and, if such waiver is 
granted under Reg. 47-07, then Lodge No. 650 may thereafter 
entertain a petition of Mr. “A ” in the same manner as if his 
petition had never been before that lodge. However, such new 
petition, with waiver attached, shall take the same course ín all 
respects as required by THE CODE for petitions for the degrees 
in Masonry. (Chapters 75 and 76). 


C. If the waiver is refused, then Lodge No. 650 is without au- 
thority to act further. 


D. Mr. *A", if otherwise eligible, may petition the lodge in 
whose jurisdiction he resides as provided by THE CODE. (Regs. 
48-02 and 78-08). (See also Proceedings 1949, page 55, Official 
Opinion No. 18—Hoffman). 


GRAND LODGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 63 


8. FACTS: Brother Jones was elected on November 10, 1950, and 
was drafted in the armed services within thirty days. On Jan- 
uary 8, 1951, you submitted to the Grand Secretary a request 
that all three degrees be conferred by Magnolia Lodge No. 120, 
at Biloxi, Mississippi, which was properly transmitted to this 
lodge through the Grand Secretary of that state. The Entered 
Apprentice Degree was conferred May 21, 1951. While remain- 
ing at the Keesler Air Force Base at Biloxi until his discharge 
about six weeks ago, he claims that he was unable to secure in- 
struetion in the work of the E. A. Degree and after several 
attempts to seek instruction gave up the idea of obtaining the 
other degrees until after his discharge. It is claimed that the 
lodge there had all the work it could do plus that of Service 
Men. You now have an application for advancement after six 
months. 


QUESTION: Does Regulation 81-08 of THE CODE of 1948 per- 
mit you to proceed without a new ballot? 


ANSWER: Yes. Regulation 81-08 of THE CODE applies. 


9. FACTS: Lodge “A” held an election for its officers at its proper 
stated communication in December 1953, but the Master-elect 
did not receive the required two-thirds of the ballots cast; all 
other officers were elected by the required majority. The error 
was not discovered until after the lodge had been closed. 


QUESTION: What is the status of the officers-elect of this lodge? 


ANSWER: There has not been a proper legal election of any of 
the officers under the provisions of Regs. 62-05; 62-07; and 
62-08. Reg. 62-07 specifically requires that the office of Master 
shall be filled first; and, when or after that office is filled, the 
remaining elective offices shall be filled. ` 


The Master was not elected, because he did not receive the re- 
quired two-thirds of the votes cast as required in Reg. 02-08; 
therefore, the office of Master was not legally filled before the 
remaining officers were elected. 


Reg. 62-06 says in part: “An election of officers held . . . in 
any other manner than that authorized by law shall be of no 
effect." 


Another election for all elective officers must be held. 


DECISION 


FACTS: A lodge located in Tennessee desires to use the lodge 
hall of Liberty Lodge No. 45, A. F. & A. M., at Wilkesboro, N. C., to 
open and confer the Third Degree on its candidate, according to the 
Ritual of Tennessee. Liberty Lodge No. 45 is not to be opened, and 
its officers and members would be visitors in the Tennessee Lodge. 


DECISION: We have no authority over the Tennessee Lodge, 
and I do not know if the law of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee, or if 
the Grand Master of Masons in Tennessee, would permit that lodge 
to open and work in North Carolina, which is outside of its juris- 
diction; therefore, the proper procedure would be for the Tennessee 
Lodge to make its request through the proper channels, which would 
be either the Grand Secretary or the Grand Master of Tennessee, 
and when I receive the request that his lodge be permitted, as a 
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courtesy, to use the lodge hall of Liberty Lodge No. 48 in which to 
open and confer the Degree, I will give it prompt consideration and 
will send you my reply. 

This subject is entirely different from the one set out 
in Reg. 79-20, therefore that Regulation does not apply. 
Under Reg. 79-20 the Master of Liberty Lodge No. 45 may 
invite the officers and members of another lodge, either in 
this state or another state, as individuals, but not as a 
lodge, to confer a degree in his lodge, when duly convened 
and opened for that purpose, and for which he would be 
responsible in the same manner as if his members were 
conferring the degree. See Regs. 64-06 and 67-03. Also 
Regs. 51-07; 51-14; 51-15; 51-17; 51-18; 51-21. I call at- 
tention also to Reg. 95-14 which requires that all corres- 
pondence between lodges in North Carolina and lodges in 
other Grand Jurisdictions, be conducted through the office 
of the Grand Secretary. 


ORDERS 
I issued the following orders during the year: 


1. Lodges No. 190, 585 and 627 each Initiated a candidate on the 
same day he was elected, in violation of Regulation 79-30(1), 
and in each case I ordered that the candidate be healed as re- 
quired in Regulation 94-05. I also severely reprimanded the 
Master of each lodge for his delinquency. 


2. Lodges No. 564 and 665 each requested a dispensation to elect 
a Senior Warden, and Lodge No. 525 requested a dispensation 
to elect a Junior Warden, to fill vacancies in those offices. I re. 
fused these dispensations and ordered that the respective offices 
be filled pro tempore until the next annual election of officers. 


3. I ordered a brother to discontinue using the Masonic Emblem on 
an automobile in violation of Regulation 97-02(48). The order 
was promptly complied with as soon as the brother was informed 
of that Regulation. 

4. I issued an order reprimanding a brother who had violated the 
Rules governing the use of the Official Standard of the Work 
by writing in his copy. 

5. Lodge No. 675 violated Regulation 76-11 by balloting on a peti- 
tioner for the degrees within 27 days, and I ordered that another 
ballot be taken on the petitioner at a stated communication after 
the proper time had elapsed, the date thereof being stated in my 
order. l 

6. An Entered Apprentice of Lodge “A” was a candidate for pub- 
lic office and his Masonic connection was given in his political 
advertising. I carefully investigated the case and it developed that 
his action was caused by ignorance of Masonic law on the sub- 
ject, and when the matter was called to his attention, he im- 
mediately and willingly caused all reference to his Masonic con- 
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. the lodge could proceed with his advancement unless charges

were preferred against him as provided in THE CODE. 


. Lodge No. 387 received a petition for the degrees from & mem- 


ber of the Armed Forces of the U. S. A., in which it clearly 
appeared that the lodge did not have jurisdiction over the peti- 
tioner. I ordered that the petition be withdrawn and the fee 
returned to the petitioner. (Reg. 73-11). 


. Lodges No. 486 and 650 each took the secret ballot at emergent 


communications not legally called as required in Regulations 
51-18, 51-14 and 51-15. I severely reprimanded the. Master of 
each lodge and ordered that the candidate in Lodge No. 486 be 
healed as required in Regulation 94-02 and 94-05, and that an- 
other ballot be taken on the applicant for membership in Lodge 
No. 650 as provided for in Regulation 76-12. 


. Lodge No. 665 received a notice from the proper authority of 


Ashevile in regard to re-zoning the ares in which the lodge 
property is located, requesting the lodge to signify its attitude 
for or against the contemplated action, whereupon the lodge 
voted unanimously to oppose the re-zoning and this action was 
reported to the proper authority; thereafter the Master, with- 
out consulting the lodge, in person, withdrew the report of the 
lodge as filed, and stated that his action was taken by my order, 
which was not a fact. I severely reprimanded the Master for 
his conduct in this case. 


Lodge No. 656 elected and Initiated & petitioner for the degrees 
and before he was Passed I received a letter from a person in 
Virginia representing himself as a Master Mason to the effect 
that the petitioner was unworthy of being advanced but giving 
no specifications that could be in any manner considered a com- 
plaint upon which a trial could be held. After a conference with 
the Master and the members of the Committee of Investigation 
on the case, I found that it was clearly apparent that the state- 
ments made against the candidate were exaggerated and most 
of them untrue. I notified the brother making the complaint 
that he could file charges against the candidate if he desired to 
do so and that a trial would be held thereon if filed, citing our 
law in Regulation 81-04. I also ordered the lodge to proceed 
with the advancement of the candidate if no charges were pre- 
ferred against him as required by our CODE. 


Lodge “B” elected its Senior Warden as Master at the proper 
stated communication, and before his installation I was advised 
of reports in circulation in the local community that were preju- 
dicial and injurious to the character of the brother. I ordered 
that his installation be delayed until I could investigate his case, 
and that all other officers be installed. During the investigation 
the Master-elect resigned in writing, therefore, I ordered the 
present Master to continue to serve until his successor is duly 
elected and installed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
. My observation and experience during the past year 


convince me that we should revise THE CODE to bring it 
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up to date with the decisions and enactments of the Grand 
Lodge since its adoption, and also to clarify several para- 
graphs. I think also that we should revise the Regulation 
providing for the Laying of Corner Stones so that it can- 
not be misunderstood, and that we should return to the law 
as it was before the amendment in 1951. We should include 
under Regulation 49-05 the items deleted in 1948, relative 
to Lodge Building Programs, and we should fix a penalty 
for the officer or brother who violates Regulation 79-30 (1) 
by Initiating a candidate the same day he is elected for 
the degrees. 


I therefore recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: l 
“BE IT RESOLVED, That the Code Commission be and it is 


hereby instructed and authorized, under the provisions of Section 
11-02 and Regulation 111-01 of THE CODE, as follows: 


1. To examine THE CODE of 1948, both the Constitution and 
Regulations, and to prepare such amendments and revisions as the 
Commission deems necessary or proper to bring the Constitution 
and Regulations up to date with any amendments thereto, or de- 
cisions or enactments thereunder made since THE CODE was adopted 
on April 22, 1948; 


2. To clarify and reconcile any part thereof that may be nec- 
essary; and 


3. To present its recommendations under this order, for action 
by the Grand Lodge as provided in Section 11-02 and Regulation 
111-01, at its Annual Communication in 1956.” 


I recommend that we continue our membership in the 
Masonie Service Association of the United States, and in 
the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Asso- 
ciation, and that we continue our contributions to these 
worthy organizations. 


We have seen the need of a suitable handbook of pro- 
cedure and instruction for the Masters and Secretaries of 
our Lodges and for our District Deputy Grand Masters, 
and I earnestly recommend, and urge, that the Grand 
Lodge authorize the preparation of these aids for our 
brethren who have important duties to perform. 

I recommend also that the Master of each of our lodges 
sees to it that every candidate for the degrees in Masonry 
in his lodge receive. the instruction contained in the book- 
let, The Lodge System of Masonic Education. Where this 
instruction is properly and consistently given to candi- 
dates, we find a better informed brother added to our 
Craft. l

REPORT OF THE JUDGE ADVOCATE 
(Docket No. 5) 


The following report of the Judge Advocate was read, 
received, and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Judge Advocate respectfully submits the following report: 

During the past year twelve cases have been forwarded to your 
Judge Advocate by the Grand Secretary, the same being Dockets Nos. 
70 through 81. 


I dismissed one of these cases (Docket No. 73) on the grounds 
that the complaint was not sufficient in form or substance, to ac- 
quaint the accused with the nature of the charges made against him 
so that he could prepare a proper defense for his trial. Orders were 
made entertaining the remaining eleven cases and nine of these have 
been tried or are set for trial not later than May 1, 1954. Two of the 
cases are pending, awaiting the expiration of the prescribed time 
leie the parties to answer or challenge the Commissioners appoint- 
ed by me. 


Considerable trouble has been experienced by this office due to 
improper preparation of complaints and delay by some Trial Com- 
missioners in notifying the parties and holding trials. Your Judge 
Advocate recognizes the fact that the type of men appointed to the 
Trial Commissions are busy and capable men, and he appreciates the 
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unselfish service that they are rendering to the Craft, and believes: 
that there is a way in which the Grand Lodge can expedite the trial 
of cases. I therefore recommend 

1, That this Grand Lodge authorize the preparation and printing 

of a “Trial Manual" that will contain information, and forms, 
for the preparation of complaints, and also pertinent infor-. 
mation, and forms, for the use of Trial Commissioners in 
handling cases before them. 

2. That said "Trial Manuals" be distributed to the subordinate. 

lodges and to all persons named as Trial Commissioners. 

In my report to the last annual communication of this Grand 
Lodge I recommended "that some consideration be given to an amend-. 
ment to the Trial Code that would expedite the trial of Masonic of-. 
fenses based upon the commission of a felony, yet protect the rights 
of the accused if he is not the person described in the judgment of 
the civil court, or if an appeal has been taken to the judgment and 
has not yet been determined." I do not, at this time, wish to offer 
this as an amendment to the Code, for this would involve consider-. 
able printing for this amendment only. Yet I do recommend that. 
this matter be referred to the Code Commission for its consideration 
at such time as a revision of the present Code may be made. 

Inasmuch as my term of office, under the law, expires at this. 
meeting of the Grand Lodge I wish to take this opportunity to ex-. 
press to the many brethren who have served as Trial Commissioners, 
my sincere appreciation for the help that they have given me and 
the Grand Lodge in performing the unpleasant, yet necessary, duties. 
of the Judge Advocate's office.

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 9) 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
BRETHREN: 


I come to you tonight with a deep feeling of insecurity 
and personal uneasiness made all the more acute when I 
realize my inadequacy in performing the task that has been 
assigned to me here this night. I do not profess to come to 
you in excellency of speech nor with the wisdom of a long- 
time tried performer in the excellent acts and works of our 
Craft. I do not come to speak with any unusual authority 
concerning our Craft. I come not as a Master to direct your 
attention to great drawings upon my trestle board, nor even 
as a Fellow Craft to present a specimen of skill. But I do 
come as a free man who has sat among his brethren, who 
has vouched for and been vouched for, who has both given 
and received a token, whose heart has opened to receive a 
secret word but closed again to seal it for time and eternity 
except to “him or them to whom it may rightfully be given". 
I am a Mason so accepted among my brothers. I ask for no 
other qualifications as I stand before this assembly of my 
brethren tonight. 


My heart would begin with a personal word of deep ap- 
preciation to our Most Worshipful Grand Master who has 
honored me by this appointment. So conspicious has been 
his service and devotion to the Grand Lodge of our great 
State that it shall long be one of the happy memories of my 
life that I was allowed, by his gracious appointment, the 
privilege of following in his train. 


I have read and reread with interest every available ora- 
tion delivered at this Grand Lodge since my birth and as I 
stand here tonight in such an esteemed lineage I am filled 
with a sense of deep humility and the complete realization 
of my own inability to follow where they have trod, but in 
the words of one long ago, “I plunge". 


I cannot instruct you in the practice or theory of Ma- 
sonry or in the workings of our Fraternity. Here beside me 
and yonder in front of me sit men proficient beyond all my 
capacities in the workings of our Craft. From them I re- 
ceived my instruction. I would not presume now to take the 
role of teacher. Before me sit my brothers, many of them 
with long years and late hours in the working of the Craft. 
I would not presume now to teach them. I still sit in humility 
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at their feet, "seeking more light in Masonry". Though I 
could not speak to you as an expert on operative or specula- 
tive Masonry, I could speak as one who has felt in his heart 
the pull of the Fraternity; who has been, on more than one 
occasion, inspired almost beyond the ability of expression 
as the secrets and wonders of our Craft have been unfolded 
to me. I could and do claim my right to speak to you as one 
who has felt and seen back of the symbolism of our Craft 
the great meanings and principles for which our Order 
stands. I can and do with humility speak to you concern- 
ing our Craft as a plain, free man, a Master Mason, who 
has stood and does now stand under the protection of the 
Supreme Architect of the Universe in whose name and un- 
der whose spirit all Freemasonry must live if it is to pros- 
per and endure. 


I speak primarily of the great spiritual values of our 
Order. A friend once said, “What do you have to learn to 
be a Mason?" I ask you, “Is that all there is to it; something 
you have to learn?" Can a man with a poor ability to learn 
and to memorize be kept from our chambers and a man with 
a keen ability to memorize and poor ability to discern be 
allowed to fellowship among us? My brethren, our Order 
consists of far more than the catechism and its component 
parts. The pity of Masonry is still that a man can feel that 
he is a Mason because he can recite, with a minimum of 
coaching, the words of Masonry. I warn you, in the name of 
a very great Man, that “the letter killeth but the spirit 
giveth Light." It is my purpose tonight to carry you down 
a spiritual highway as we “seek more Light". 

May I ask you four questions? I do not presume for one 
moment, as you will presently see, that they are original 
questions with me. They are as old as time and as honored 
as our Order to the heart of each of us. I ask you first: 


Who ore You? Hundreds of years ago, prior to the 
Christian Era, the Psalmist lifted his voice out of despair 
toward the East and addressing the Great Architect of the 
Universe cried out, “What is Man, O Lord?" What is Man? 
Who are you? Science tells us that we are material formed 
by the composition of many elements including sulphur and 
phosphorus, and water and manganese and other elements. 
But is that all you are, the composition of many elements? 
Many years ago a great preacher of the north was addres- 
sing a national convention of the American Legion in the 
city of Los Angeles when the audience became distracted 
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by a “comrade” who wandered to and fro in the aisle. It 
soon became apparent that he was under delusion and final- 
ly it was discovered by all there that he was a victim of that 
dreaded disease of the First World War. He was shell-shock- 
ed! How that word brought horrow into our homes a gen- 
eration ago. This brother became attracted by the voice of 
the speaker and with profound slowness made his way to- 
ward the speaker's rostrum where the mighty speaker was 
addressing the convention. À hush came over the audience; 
the *buddy" walked over toward the preacher, looked him 
over with caution and care, and then finally pulled at his 
coat. The mighty preacher stopped for a moment, put his 
brawny arm about the man and said “My friend, ten thous- 
and of your buddies would like to help you and do now offer 
their services. Is there anything we can do for you?" “Yes 
sir," he timidly replied, “can any of you tell me who I am?" 


somewhere, some day we must get that matter straight- 
ened out. We must know ourselves and the dignity of our 
Creation. We must know that we were created a little lower 
than the angels and thus it was intended for us so to act as 
if we were. It must be remembered that we were made for 
God's enjoyment and for the edification of other's souls, 
that we are free men, unbound by shakles of tyranny; but 
just as important, meant to be unbound by the shackles of 
ugliness and dissipation. You're à man, freeborn, properly 
vouched for by the Great Redeemer of men. You've been 
admitted into the secrets of an old and time-honored Fra- 
ternity whose strength must lie in something greater than 
the fact that we know certain facts that those without our 
Craft do not. You're a Mason, under bond; you're a Mason 
under pledge; you're a Mason with your trust in—well, 
we'll get to that in a moment. You're a real man! Now, live 
like one. 

Whence came ye? Out of the past, a great past. I came 
out of time and eternity. I am a free man; I came out of 
history ; I came out of the bosom of God. May I tell you how 
I was made? I quote from James Weldon Johnson's poem en- 
titled “Creation” : 


CREATION 
By JAMES WELDON JOHNSON 


Then God sat down 
. On the side of a hill where He could think; 
By a deep, wide river He sat down; 
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With His head in His hands, 

God thought and thought, 

Till He thought, “I’ll make me a man!” 

Up from the bed of the river 

God scooped the clay; 

And by the bank of the river 

He kneeled Him down; 

And there the great God Almighty, 

Who lit the sun and fixed it in the sky, 

Who flung the stars to the most far corner 
of the night, 

Who rounded the earth in the middle of His 
hand— 

This Great God, 

Like a mammy bending over her baby, 

Kneeled down in the dust 

Toiling over a lump of clay 

Till he shaped it in His own image; 

Then into it He blew the breath of life, 

And man became a living soul. 


We are part and parcel of all that is gone before, though 
tne past is only prologue. We all stand tonight where gen- 
erations of great men have stood before us. Our Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master stands in a noble lineage and shall 
contribute to that nobility. So does every Master Mason here 
among us. I have read the proceedings of our Grand Lodge 
for many moons now past. The names of many whose re- 
cords can be found among our sacred archives are now in 
the Supreme Grand Lodge above. We tread, my brethren, 
where the saints have trod. The beginning of Freemasonry 
in North Carolina dates back more than two hundred years, 
for we find some evidence of Masonry in North Carolina 
immediately after the colony of Carolina was divided into 
North and South in 1729. It is stated by Marshall D. Hay- 
wood in his history written in 1906, that “the Craft was 
actively at work in N. C. prior to 1735, for in that year 
enough Masons had settled in the Cape Fear Settlement, near 
the present city of Wilmington, to form a lodge.” We came 
out of the past ofmen who were interested in the beginning of 
life and in its ending. I can see an old battered wagon bear- 
ing the little anemic bodies of three Granville County chil- 
dren as it rode up to an old frame building in Oxford; well, 
let’s listen to an eye witness account of it: “It was a Satur- 
day afternoon. A dull cloud hung in the sky. A man with a 
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one-horse wagon drove to the door. He told his mission. He 
lifted the pale youths from the wagon with the paw of a 
lion and, with melting pity and tears, kissed them and com- 
mitted them to the care of Masons in North Carolina". Then, 
now caring for the beginning of life, we next took to the 
ending of it and on January 12, 1904, under the direction 
of Brothers Clymer, Monroe and Winchester, and with the 
assistance of many of the brethren, founded the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home where the weary pilgrims return- 
ing from the East and the West and the North and the South 
may pause and refresh themselves before continuing their 
Journey to the gates of the Supreme Grand Lodge where 
the Great Architect of the Universe shall receive them. 


Whence came ye? Out of a noble past! A past to which 
we now may contribute with fidelity and perseverance in 
order that our children and our children's children may reap 
a more glorious future. 


What came ye here to do? I came to see my brethren of 
many places. I came to feel the clasp of their hands and the 
warmth of their hearts. For I am a gregarious creature and 
I must be with others of like mind and feel their spirits. I 
must sit in the Lodge with them; I must communicate with 
my brethren. I must feel the warmth of a strong grip and 
the strength of a friend to me and mine. I travel this world 
once and only once. I care not to be that poverty-stricken 
as to be without friends. I came to share with my brethren 
of many valleys and many hills the warmth of the Craft. 
I came for fellowship. The greater the work and the more 
harmonious the Craft as the closer in bonds of fellowship 
and love they come. I came, sir, from near at hand to feel 
the warmth of my brothers in Masonry. 


I came here, sir, seeking more Light. God forbid that 
any real Mason should ever be content with that which, at 
any given time, he then knows. I know little but my heart is 
warmed; I came seeking more Light. Our Order has been 
handed down from mouth to ear and mouth to ear for cen- 
turies. It could not have been so done had not men, many 
men, been proficient in the work of our Craft. Let it be- 
hoove us all to seek more Light, to become the more pro- 
ficient; and the more proficient we become the more ex- 
cellent we will be in the administration of the Craft to all 
ages yet to come. 


I came to renew my vows in the congregation of the Lodge 
and among the brethren. I am a human being with instincts 
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that are human. I need the hour of revival. Once we stood 
and assumed the obligations of the Craft. Come now and let 
us reassume the obligations of the Craft that our steward- 
ship may ever be acceptable to Him unto whom all things 
are offered. 

These are some of the reasons, sir, for which I came; 
maybe not all of acceptable excellence within themsleves, 
but they are some of the reasons for which I came. 


But, sir, Most Worshipful Grand Master, though the 
hour be waxing late and the time draws near that you seek 
to direct the Craft from Labor to Refreshment, suffer me a 
parting word. Hast thou, you ask, another word? I have! 
It concerns the heart of our Fraternity; it is the cement of 
our Craft binding us together with all mankind and Him 
who is the Architect of the Universe. Will you sit quietly 
for a brief period as I ask you the greatest question addres- 
sed to any of us? Do you remember when, as a candidate 
for the secrets of our Order, you awaited in a room adjacent 
to the Lodge Hall; where you were duly and truly prepared. 
Finally, the door opened and you were led for the first time 
in your life into a Masonic Lodge meeting? Do you remem- 
ber the first question ever addressed to you as you stood 
there? I ask it now to you again. In Whom do you put your 
trust? Masonry without God is unthinkable. We might as 
well try to imagine the day without the sun, or the sea with- 
out the waves, or the evening sky without the stars. I can 
see nothing to life without God in it. The prophets of doom 
announce to us that the end of time seems to be drawing 
near, and because of our own ruthless inventions instead 
of because of God's ruling. The facts seem to favor them. 
How long can man blow up the universe until there be none 
left? But is there a chance for a brighter tomorrow? Is 
there a chance for a world of peace and brotherhood? What 
chance is there? There must be some. In whom do you put 
your trust? 

In this time of uncertainty when things are changing 
so rapidly, we should ask ourselves whether our ancient Or- 
der has anything to say to these times. It is a troubled world 
in which we are living. It is a desperately sick world. But 
it is our world. Have you anything to say, as you glance up 
from your trestle boards of history to this world? We have 
one word to whisper with a conviction into the ears of any 
man who will listen. It is the word God. Stand on your feet 
and say it over and over again, with your eyes toward the

East. I believe in God the Father Almighty; Maker of 
heaven and earth. Then proceed on your way and fear not 
for your trust is well founded. You have placed it right and 
in capable hands. 

When I was raised to the sublime degree of Master Ma- 
son, a well-meaning friend remarked that it was regretable 
I had taken my degrees in Masonry after my father had 
gone a decade or so before. My father had sat in the South 
for many years in his lodge. You'll never have the thrill 
of sitting in the Lodge with your Dad now,” he said. Is that 
so? I wonder. I have sat through the degrees of Masonry 
until I wear its Double Eagle. I have tried to learn its ca- 
techisms and absorb its teachings. I have felt the thrill of 
its great pronouncements. I have felt the emotion of its 
mighty obligations. I have lengthened my cable tow and 
have unloosed my hoodwink and my eyes have looked upon 
the faces of my brethren and I have beheld the majesty of 
the Great Lodge. I think I understand some of its great 
lessons. I truly affirm that some day, not long to be arriv- 
ing, I shall sit in the Grand Lodge where the Supreme Archi- 
tect of the Universe shall preside and feel the warmth of 
my father's strong grip and take up with him the trowel 
and the square and the level and the plumbline and work 
at his side in the presence of the Supreme Architect of the 
Universe forever and ever for my trust is well-founded. 
So Mote it be.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Drewry 
Memorial Grand Secretary's Fund of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A. 
M. of North Carolina was held in the Hotel Sheraton at High Point 
on Monday, April 19, 1954, at 7:00 p. m. Trustees present were M.'. 
W..Brother Edwin T. Howard, Grand Master, Chairman; M.W.. 
Brother Herbert C. Alexander, P. G. M., Grand Treasurer; R.'.W.'. 
Brother Wilbur L. McIver, Grand Secretary; W..Brother Edwin W. 
Yates; and Brother Arthur W. Madison. These being all of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees. 


The investments held by the Custodian for this Fund (The North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc.) were carefully reviewed by the 
Trustees, who voted to direct the Custodian to sell the 25 Shares of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company Common Stock held in 
this Fund, with a view to improving the quality of the securities of 
the Fund. The Trustees voted to reinvest the monies received from 
the sale of the above-mentioned securities in the common stocks of 
either International Harvester Company or Standard Oil of Ohio, 
less such amount as is needed to complete the conversion of American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company Debentures into the common 
stock of the latter corporation. 


We report that, pursuant to the action taken by the Board of

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, Inc. 


(Docket No. 23) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., 
was read, received, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Forty years ago the Masonic and Eastern Star Home was 
opened for the care of the aging and infirm Masons and Eastern 
Stars and their loved ones. During that time we have cared for three 
hundred and ninety-nine with a total of 798,896 days. No one can 
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begin to estimate the joy, peace and contentment brought into the 
lives of these aging ones by this care. 


When the Home was opened, the value of the Home and grounds 
was less than $30,000.00, with a $10,000.00 mortgage on it. Today, 
the forty-two acres, with buildings and special funds, is estimated to 
be worth over a million dollars. 


We now have three other homes for the aging in our state: The 
Methodist Home at Charlotte, the Presbyterian Home at High Point, 
and the Baptist Homes at Winston-Salem and Albemarle. These homes 
are indieative of the increasing concern of people in our state about 
aging folks. We are glad to see some of our religious denominations 


following the example of Masons and Eastern Stars in this field of 
service. 


Our Home was built and has been operated for forty years to 
take care of those who had no means of support, and no one to sup- 
port them. These are the aging ones for whom our hearts throb. 

Through our long experience it appears that we have learned to 
do an excellent job more economically than the newcomers into this 
great field of service. In a recent survey of forty-four homes operated 
by a church organization, the average per capita cost per guest was 
$1,722.00. Our per capita cost last year for those in the main building 
and those in the infirmary was $1,225.67. 

We have again divided the cost of care of the Guests in the in- 
firmary from those in the main building, and have the following:

1953 was the best year we have ever had. 


Our total operating income passed the $100,000.00 mark for the 
first time. 


We began the year with 73 guests. We lost eleven by death and 
admitted ten, closing the year with 72. 


Of the 83 guests whom we served during the year, fifty of them 
spent some time in the infirmary. We moved into the new infirmary 
in 1949. That year the average number of guests confined to their 
beds was 15. In 1950 it was 17.7, 1951—18, 1952—22.8 and last year 
25.3. We have made more beds available for patients in the infirmary 
by moving some of the nurses out to the new Nurses’ Home, which 
was erected during the year.

Your Committe on the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is honored 
to report that the usual visits and inspections have been made at 
various times during the year and conditions have been found to be 
very good. 

There have been no changes in administrative personnel during 
the year. Under the competent superintendency of Brother George R. 
Bennette, who has been serving in that capacity for 24 years, a vast 
amount of work is accomplished by a minimum staff. Excellent house- 
keeping is in evidence throughout the entire home. 

Among the guests who received singular honor during the year 
was Brother Bedford M. Rose who was presented his fifty year ser- 
vice pin on March 7, 1954 by M.'.W.'.Edwin T. Howard, Grand Master. 

Improvements in the physical plant are continually being made 
in order to adequately provide shelter and comfort for the ever in- 
creasing number of guests.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 30) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was read 
, and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

There has been opportunity this year to visit a number of lodges 
and it is pleasing to note historical interest. For instance, in Lenoir, 
N. C., there were found portraits of all Masters of the Lodge with 
dates of tenure of office. Efforts that contribute to understanding 
and appreciation of the past should prove rewarding, and those mem- 
bers engaged in such work should be commended. 

. A notable publication that deserves reading is “Freemasonry, 
a Historical Sketch," by Dr. W. L. Woodard, District Deputy Grand 
Master, of Beaufort, N. C. This 46-page booklet is well recommended. 

Deserving commendation also are the bulletins of the Masonic 
Service Association, carefully edited and containing valuable histori- 
cal information. 


A vote of thanks should be given Brother Leon Godown, editor 
of the Orphan's Friend and Masonic Journal, whose publication finds 
many interesting and inspiring subjects drawn from records of the 

past. 
| It is hoped that in local lodges and in the Grand Lodge we will 
' be history-minded and not let important ancient landmarks be re- 


moved. Douctas L. RIGHTS, Grand Historian. 
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We examined the records and some of the officers of each of 
these lodges under dispensation, and we are satisfied they meet the 
requirements of the Grand Lodge. 


We, therefore, recommend that these lodges under dispensation 
be granted charters to work under the Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. 
cf North Carolina. 


We recommend that Butner Lodge be given the number 697; that 
Cape Hatteras Lodge be given the number 698; and that Asheboro 
Lodge be given the number 699. 


We considered the applications for duplicate charters of Buffalo 
Lodge No. 172, St. Pauls Lodge No. 474, and Creedmoor Lodge No. 
499, the charters of St. Pauls Lodge No. 474 and Creedmoor Lodge 
No. 499 having been damaged by the elements and to a large extent 
illegible, and the charter of Buffalo Lodge No. 172 having been de- 
Stroyed by fire. We recommend that duplicate charters be issued to 
each of these lodges. 

We considered the petition of territorial jurisdiction of Cape Hat- 
teras Lodge U.D. affecting jurisdiction on the outer banks.

The Grand Secretary has reported to this committee requests for 
a duplicate charter for State Line Lodge No. 375 has not been re- 
ceived up to this time. This lodge has not filed proper and formal 
application for a duplicate charter; therefore, we recommend that 
the incoming Grand Master issue a dispensation to enable it to con- 
tinue its labors until the next (1955) Annual Communieation of this 
Grand Lodge, in order that this lodge may at that time present its 
formal petition for a duplicate charter. In the event this is not done 
at the 1955 Annual Communieation of the Grand Lodge, we recom- 
mend that the Grand Master order the arrest of the Charter of State 
Line Lodge No. 375.

REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 35) 


The following report of the Code Commission was read 
and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


At the Annual Communication in 1953, the Grand Lodge adopted 
the recommendatión of Grand Master William H. White that the 
Code Commission be authorized, requested, and directed to com- 
pile, as soon as possible, the necessary material for Volume III of 
"A DIGEST OF THE MASONIC LAW OF NORTH CAROLINA, 
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Grand Lodge of Israel only; and referred to the Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence as to the recommendation of 
change in name of the Committee from Foreign Corres- 
pondence to Fraternal Correspondence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
BRETHREN: 


On October 20 the Grand Lodge of Scotland met in Jerusalem 
and erected and consecrated the Grand Lodge of the State of Israel. 
The Scotch lodges and the lodges of the Grand Lodge of Israel sur- 
rendered their charters, took the necessary obligations and received 
charters from the new Grand Lodge. This was a most happy occa- 
sion. 

I wish also to note the following from a statement of the former 
Grand Lodge of Israel which went far to dispel any doubts as to the 
Masonic character of its lodges: “During the disturbances that visi- 
ted our country in the last few years many Brethren among the Arab 
population suffered, some of them left the country, others remained. 
We are doing our best to help them, and trying hard to get permis- 
sion for those who left to return home." 

No doubt remains as to the legitimacy and Masonic character of 
the Grand Lodge of the State of Israel. I, therefore, recommend that 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina recognize and enter into full fra- 
ternal relations with the Grand Lodge of the State of Israel. : 

Two matters have appeared from my review of other jurisdic- 
tions which seem to me of sufficient merit to warrant consideration. 
I am submiting them to you for consideration: 

(1) Much objection has arisen to the use of the word "foreign" 
to designate other Grand Lodges. Many have therefore changed the 
name of the committee to that of Fraternal Correspondence. I rec- 
ommend that this change be made. 

(2) Many Grand Lodges have deemed it advisable to take out 
blanket liability insurance policies protecting the Grand Lodge, its 
officers, and in some cases the subordinate lodges as well from 
charges arising from accidents, food poisoning, etc. I have never 
heard of such charges arising in North Carolina, but the question 
seems worthy of discussion by this Grand Lodge.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE MASONIC 
SERVICE ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES 


(Docket No. 38) 


The following report of M.'.W.'.Brother Thomas J. Har- 
kins, P.G.M., Representative to the Masonic Service As- 
sociation of the United States, was read and entered on the 
record. The recommendation that this Grand Lodge con- 
tinue its membership in the Masonic Service Association 
of the United States for the ensuing year was adopted unan- 
imously, and the matter of finances was referred to the 
Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


As representative of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to the 
Masonic Service Association, which holds its meetings annually in 
connection with the Conference of Grand Masters and the George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial Association around February 
22, I have this report to make. 


On the day of the meeting of the Masonic Service Association 
your representative was ill and confined to his home with a virus in- 
fection; however, I have read carefully the mimeographed Report of 
the Executive Commission. This Report covers in considerable detail 
the activities of the Association during the year. The Report of the 
Executive Commission was presented to the Association by our own 
Illustrious Brother Hubert M. Poteat, P.G.M. of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, in his usual forceful and effective manner. 
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As previously reported, the Masonic Service Association carries 
on its activities under two heads or departments. One department 
embraces the regular work of the Association and derives its operat- 
ing expenses from annual contributions and membership dues or fees 
for administrative and other purposes of the member Grand Lodges 
of the Association. It appears from the Report that there are now 
thirty-six member Grand Lodges in the Association. During the year 
these Grand Lodges contributed in the form of membership fees ap- 
proximately $38,000.00; and the financial report amply covers re- 
ceipts and disbursements in this department. 


The other general operations of the Association are carried on 
under the title of Welfare Department. This department is supported 
by voluntary contributions from Grand Lodges and other Grand Ma- 
sonie Bodies. The Welfare Department embraces the work of the 
Association in carrying on hospital visitation centers in various sec- 
tions of the country. Some jurisdictions contribute heavily to this 
activity, and other jurisdictions contribute either nothing or only 
nominal amounts. I have previously reported to this Grand Lodge 
that I felt that the basis for financial support of this hospital work 
of the Masonic Service Association was subject to criticism and that 
if this work was regarded as worthwhile, the several Grand Lodges 
should contribute to the expenses of prosecuting this work on a per 
capita basis. It appears from the Report that only twenty-eight of 
the Grand Lodges contributed to this fund. The amount of the con- 
tributions of these Grand Lodges totals in round numbers $175,000.00. 
Some of the Grand Lodges contribute heavily per capita and others 
only nominally. As an example, one Grand Lodge contributed $25.- 
500.00; another Grand Lodge, in which there are several hospital 
centers, contributed less than $200.00. 


As one studies these figures, one becomes more and more con- 
vinced that this work of the Masonic Service Association, if it is to 
be maintained at all, should be placed on a per capita basis among 
all of the Grand Lodges. Your representative, however, appreciates 
the difficulty of effectuating such plan in the light of the fact that 
the contributions are purely voluntary. If the management of the As- 
sociation feels that this work should be carried on, it seems to me 
that the money necessary for that purpose should be included in 
and added to the regular membership of Grand Lodges in the As- 
sociation on per capita basis. 


During the year 1953, it cost the Association approximately 
$195,000.00 to carry on this hospital visitation work and to maintain 
expenses of Masonic Service Association centers, including the sal- 
aries and other expenses of secretaries in the centers. According to 
the Report of the Executive Commission, this hospital or welfare 
work of the Association seems amply justified and the Report of 
the Commission recommends that it be continued. The Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina contributed last year the sum of $3,000.00 to this 
work, and it is recommended that this amount be contributed for 1954. 


Your representative feels that he should again comment upon 
the value of the membership of the North Carolina Grand Lodge in 
the Masonic Service Association. This subject has been discussed 
in previous reports made to this Grand Lodge. The annual cost to 
this Grand Lodge for membership in the Association is about $1,400.00. 
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For this, the Service Association sends out each month a small 
pamphlet entitled “Short Talk Bulletin." This bulletin is supposed 
to go to each Blue Lodge in the State. 


Some four or five years ago, at the instance of the then Grand 
Master of North Carolina, I made a complete survey of the use that 
was being made of this bulletin by the several subordinate Lodges in 
the jurisdiction. A complete questionnaire was sent to each Blue Lodge. 
Replies were received from about eighty percent of the Lodges, and 
they indicated that only about four and a half percentage of the 
Lodges were making any substantial use of these “Short Talk Bulle- 
tins." A rather large percentage of replies of Lodges in the canvass 
made by me, approximately twenty-five or thirty, reported that they 
were not receiving the bulletin at all, and one or two Lodges reported 
that they had never heard of the Masonic Service Association and they 
wanted to know what it was. 


A copy of the questionnaire was furnished to Illustrious Brother 
Carl Claudy, Executive Secretary of the Masonic Service Association, 
before or at the time it was distributed among the several Blue 
Lodges of the State, and I reported to Brother Claudy the results 
of the canvass. A very large number of the lodges reported that the 
material contained in the "Short Talk Bulletin" was too lengthy 
and that the Lodges did not have the time or inclination to have it 
read in Lodge. 


After the result of this canvass, based upon the questionnaire 
submitted, I made complete detailed report to the Grand Lodge in 
my Report at the 1949 Annual Communication. In that report and in 
subsequent reports, I frankly expressed the view that I felt the *Short 
Talk Bulletins" were of very little or no value as a form or plan of 
service to the Blue Lodges of our State. 


Tabulations and results of the canvass were submitted to the 
Masonie Service Association and recommendations were made for 
changing the form of the "Short Talk Bulletin" in such a way as I 
felt would add substantially to its usefulness and benefit to the sub- 
ordinate Lodges. This plan was submitted to the Committee on Pub- 
lications of the Masonic Service Association. Two of the three mem- 
bers of that committee approved the plan suggested by me, and ihe 
third member, while not specifically approving, stated that he felt 
perhaps the plan was worth trying. The Executive Secretary of 
the Association wrote me that he had submitted my suggestions to 
the Executive Commission of the Association and that the proposal 
was turned down. 


Since the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge at High 
Point, I have conferred at my office with Brother Carl Claudy, the 
Executive Secretary of the Masonic Service Association, upon the 
subject of the foregoing Report. He has suggested that possibly bet- 
ter results would be obtained if the bulletins were sent direct to 
the Masters of subordinate Lodges instead of to the Lodge or to the 
Secretary, and it has been agreed between us that this plan might 
bring about an improvement and result in the contents of the “Short 
Talk Bulletin" reaching the Lodge meetings and the membership in 
attendance upon Lodge meetings. To effectuate this plan, it will be 
necessary for the Grand Secretary to furnish Brother Claudy at 
once the names and addresses of Masters of Lodges in North Carolina, 
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and it is recommended that this be done at the very earliest conven- 
ience. Brother Claudy will revise his mailing list accordingly.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


(Docket No. 39) 


The following report of M.'.W.'.Brother Thomas J. Har- 
kins, P.G.M., Representative to the George Washington Ma- 
Sonic National Memorial Association, was read, entered on 
the record, and referred to the Committee on Finance: 


T'o the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The regular annual meeting of the George Washington Ma- 
sonic National Memorial Association was held in the Memorial Feb- 
ruary 22, 1954, and was presided over by Illustrious Brother C. D. 
Jory, P.G.M. of the Grand Lodge of Iowa and President of the As- 
sociation. 


The attendance at the meeting was unusually large. Forty- 
eight Grand Lodges were officially represented, in most instances 
by Grand Masters. Representatives were also present from a num- 
ber of foreign Grand Lodges, including distinguished Masons from 
Canada, Argentina, Mexico, Peru, Philippine Republic, and Ven- 
ezuela. 


The chief officers of the Northern and Southern Supreme 
Councils, A. & A. S. R., were appropriately recognized, as were the 
representatives of the Grand Encampment KT; General Grand Coun- 
cil, R. & SM: General Chapter, R.A.M.; Grand Imperial Council 
Red Cross of Constantine; Knights York Cross of Honor; Imperial 
Council, A.A.O.N.M.S.; Supreme Council Mystic Order of Veiled 
Prophets of the Enchanted Realm; Masonic Relief Association of 
the United States and Canada; Grand Council Order of DeMolay; 
Masonic Service Association. 


The address of President Jory was brief but interesting and to 
the point. There were a number of other interesting talks by of- 
ficers of the Association, as well as by some of the distinguished 
foreign visitors. 


A communication of interest came from M.'.W.'Jose G. Bloise, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Puerto Rico, as follows: “The 
Most Sovereign Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of Puerto 
Rico condemns the criminal aggression against Congressmen by ir- 
responsible Puerto Rican fanatics members of minority Nationalist 
Group. Please convey to wounded Congressmen our best wishes for 
prompt recovery.” 


The reports of the committees of the Association were interesting 
and informative. 


During the meeting, Grand Lodges and other Bodies contributed 
a total of $73,618.18 to the building fund and $89,695.85 to the per- 
manent endowment fund. The contributions to the endowment fung 
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raise that fund to approximately one-half million dollars. It is 
estimated that the cost of completing the entire project will still run 
in the neighborhood of one million dollars, and it is generally con- 
ceded that the permanent fund to maintain, keep in repair, and per- 
petuate the Memorial will require an endowment fund of somewhere 
in the neighborhood of four or five million dollars. 


On recommendation of the nominating committee, Illustrious 
Brother Jory was re-elected as President and Brother Schondau was 
re-elected Secretary-Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


With all, the meeting was regarded as successful. 


It is recommended that this Grand Lodge again appropriate 
this year the sum of $2,000.00 to the endowment fund. North Caro- 
lina has completed the quota assigned to and accepted by it for the 
building fund.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LECTURER 
(Docket No. 40) 


The Grand Lecturer presented the following report, 
which was read, entered on the record, and referred to the 
Board of Custodians: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It has been wisely said there is no limit to what can be accom- 
plished if no one cares who gets the credit. Permit me, at the out- 
set, to publicly thank all who have given themselves so generously 
and unreservedly to the work at hand. The M.'.W.'. Grand Master 
has backed me all the way and given sound counsel. The Board of 
Custodians has been most helpful. M.'.W.'.Brother Charles B. New- 
comb, P.G.M., P.G.S., with his wealth of experience and illimitable 
ability and our energetic Grand Secretary, R..W.'.Brother Wilbur 
L. McIver, have ever been ready with the helping hand. 


However, the real work was done by our able and co-operative 
District Deputy Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers, 
Certified Lecturers and Certified Instructors and the Brethren of our 
subordinate lodges. There is where the credit rests. They are the 
ones who have done the real work. I should like to ask for the con- 
tinued co-ordination of efforts between the District Deputy Grand 
Masters and the District Deputy Grand Lecturers. 

I shall not insert a multitude of statistics in this report. They 
will be incorporated in the report submitted by the Board of Cus- 
todians. Watch for them. They will show a marked increase in in- 
terest and proficiency manifested by the Brethren. The greater num- 
ber of Schools of Instruction conducted reflects this increased in- 
terest. 

My inability to secure at least one Certified Lecturer in those 
Counties without one is my greatest disappointment. At the be- 
ginning of the Masonic year, there were twenty-nine such Counties. 
Today there are twenty-four. In an effort to encourage and enlist 
men in those areas to take the Proficiency Examination and to pro- 
mote Schools of Instruction, I have traveled in and through ninety-

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three different Counties at least once. I should like, in some way, 
to secure the assistance of the Brethren in general in finding those 
men who can and will qualify for Certified Lecturer in those Counties. 
The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge will show if your own County 
is one without a Certified Lecturer. May we count upon you? 

I rejoice with you in the wonderful year Freemasonry has en- 
joyed in North Carolina under the capable leadership of Most Wor- 
shipful Edwin T. Howard and look forward with faith and confi- 
dence to the future.

TRIBUTE TO MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
JULIUS C. HOBBS 
Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
(Docket No. 41) 


M.'.W.'.Brother William H. White, Past Grand Master, 
read the following tribute to M.'.W.'.Brother Julius C. 
Hobbs, Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, 
as written by M.'.W.'.Brother Charles B. Newcomb, Past 
Grand Master, Past Grand Secretary, and it was received 
and entered on the record: 


JULIUS C. HOBBS 


Julius C. Hobbs was born in Sampson County, North Carolina, 
June 20, 1879, son of Julius C. Hobbs, Sr, and Mary Ellen (Kerr) 
Hobbs. He was educated in the private and publie schools of Samp- 
son County and in the public schools of Goldsboro, the preparatory 
school at Oak Ridge and at the University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. 


He taught in the public schools of Sampson and of Pender 
Counties, North Carolina, at various times, and from 1900 to 1918 
he was employed in various professional connections doing Mechani- 
cal and Electrical Engineering. In 1918 he entered the business of 
Electrical Engineering and Contracting. 

In 1908 he married Miss Maude Player of Pender County, and 
his widow, five sons, one daughter, and eleven grand children sur- 
vive him. 


He was active in civic affairs in his community and State. He 
was Representative from New Hanover County in the General As- 
sembly of North Carolina at the regular sessions held in 1935 and 
1937, and in the special sessions held in 1936 and 1938. He had been 
a school committeeman since 1923; a member of the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington since 1933; he was a member of the Wilmington En- 
gineer's Club and a member of the North Carolina Society of En- 
gineers. 


He was an active member and elder of the Winter Park Presby- 
terian Church near Wilmington.: 

He had been a most active and valued member of the Masonic 
Bodies of Wilmington for more than thirty-five years. 
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SYMBOLIC MASONRY 


He was Raised in St. John's Lodge No. 1, A.F. & A.M. at Wil- 
mington, on February 15, 1917, and installed as its master in 1920, 
serving one year. He was appointed District Deputy Grand Master 
of the 10th Masonic District in 1926 and served in that capacity for 
three years, until 1929. 

He had been a member of the Finance Committee of the Grand 
Lodge since 1926, and served as chairman of this very important 
committee for three years. 

On April 23, 1936, he was appointed and installed as Grand 
Steward, and progressed through the several stations and places 
until he was elected and installed as Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina on April 19, 1944. 


CAPITULAR MASONRY 


On March 31, 1919, he was exalted in Concord Chapter, No. 1, 
Royal Arch Masons, and on March 11, 1929, was elected its High 
Priest. He served as Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter Royal 
Arch Masons in North Carolina in 1942, and served on many commit- 
tees of the Grand Chapter. 


CRYPTIC MASONRY 


He received the Degrees of Select Master in Munson Council, 
No. 4, Royal and Select Masters, on June 9, 1919, and served as Il- 
lustrious Master of that Council in 1938 and 1984. 


KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 


He was knighted in Plantagenet Commandery, No. 1, Knights 
Templar, on April 28, 1920, and in 1925 served as its Eminent Com- 
mander. 

ANCIENT AND ACCEPTED SCOTTISH RITE 


On April 17, 1917, he received the Fourteenth Degree in John- 
ston Blakely Lodge of Perfection on June 21, 1917, the Eighteenth 
Degree in Cape Fear Chapter of Rose Croix on October 11, 1917, 
the Thirtieth Degree in Liberty Council of Kadosh, and on October 
12, 1917, the Thirty-second Degree in Wilmington Consistory, at Wil- 
mington. He had been a member of the Executive Committee of 
those Bodies since 1919, and had served in almost every capacity 
as officer and on committees. 

He received the Thirty-third and last Degree of this Rite on 
October 19, 1923, and during 1949 and 1950, he was Grand Steward 
of the Supreme Council of this Rite. 


APPENDANT AND APPURTENANT ORDERS 


He became a member of the Red Cross of Constantine in St. 
Nicholas Conclave, No. 43, at Wilmington, in 1924. ; 

On Monday morning June 8, 1953, at 9:50 o'clock, he peacefully 
entered the Perfect Light. 

Julius C. Hobbs was a most enthusiastic Mason and devoted 
all of his spare time to the interest of the Order. He was beloved 
by all who knew him. He learned:how to make friends and to keep 
them. He was indeed the kind of man that Masonry has been ever 
trying to give to all the world. 
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No man ever served the Craft with more fidelity and sincerity, 
or who was more zealous, or devoted to its promotion. His was am 
unselfish and disinterested service, rarely found among the work- 
men. 
His was a light that shone far and wide and we should be grate- 
ful that he was spared to us three score and fourteen years. The 
sands of time flow swiftly through the hour glass of our days. We 
are lonely to-day because we are deprived of the companionship of 
“J. C.,” and we are poorer because our Order is denied his wise 
counsel and advice, his fine loyalty and devotion. It is indeed a great 
privilege to have had his friendship and to have shared his brother- 
hood. Across the river that now separates us from that unknown 
country toward which all of us journey, we stretch out our hand 
to him and claim that privilege, even in death.

." We underestimated our income by $5,302.53, which was caused 
by sale of books, duplicate charters, dispensations, refunds from 
boards and miscellaneous other items of income. We also overesti- 
mated our expenses by $4,335.85. 

The sum of $25,000.00 was directed to be transferred to The 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, for use of the 
Committee on Building and Quarters in the purchase of a lot for 
the erection of an Executive Office. This was not transferred but 
held in the General Fund, and on December 31, 1953, we had a bal- 
ance in the General Fund of $44,796.85. ` 

We have carefully checked the report of the Board of Directors 
of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, and we 
commend the management of this Permanent Fund in their charge. 
We recommend that net income from this fund be left in the General 
Fund. 

We are delighted to report that on December 31, 1953, there was 
‘due from Lodges only $272.50, which we consider an exceedingly 
small Accounts Receivable.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
MEETINGS 


I. The Board held four meetings since the last annual communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge. 


On June 13, 1953, a meeting was held in the Elizabeth Room of 
Sir Walter Hotel in Raleigh. All members of the Board were pres- 
ent, and M.'.W.'.Edwin T. Howard, Grand Master, ex officio, Chair- 
man, presided. The Board organized as required under Regulation 
35-02. M.'.W.'James E. Shipman, P.G.M., was re-elected Chairman; 
M.'.W..Charles B. Newcomb, P.G.M., P.G.S., was re-elected Secre- 
tary. — 


No change has been made in the present allowance for Lecture 
Service to lodges or in the rules governing the same. We do not 
recommend a change in the allowance for this service. These rules 
may be found on pages 497 through 499 of the Appendix of THE 
CODE. We recommend that these rules be printed also in the Ap- 
pendix to the Proceedings of this annual communication. 
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No change has been made in the duties prescribed for a District 
Deputy Grand Lecturer as found on page 159 of the Proceedings 
of 1950. 


The Grand Lecturer nominated the following-named brethren as 
District Deputy Grand Lecturers, and they were approved by the 
Board as provided in Regulation 35-08 (2).

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a program as possible this year and also to urge the lodges to obtain 
lecture service if they have not been lectured within two years. 


The Board approved examinations for proficiency in the Ritual- 
istic Work to be held in September or October 1953, depending upon 
the number of applicants filing for examination. 


Il. On September 11 and 12, 1953, a special meeting of the 
Board was held in Wilmington. All members were present except 
W.'.William H. Hardy, P.M., C.L. M.'.W.'.Edwin T. Howard, Grand 
Master, ex officio, Chairman, presided. At this meeting, Brother 
Lee Roy Cain, C.L., was approved as District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
in the Eleventh Masonic District, which district had previously been 
assigned to Brother Hugh W. Prince, P.M., C.L. 


The Secretary reported that he had in hand 36 applications for 
examination as to proficiency. 


The Grand Lecturer reported that 70 lodges had been lectured 
since January 1, 1958, and that seven lodges were lectured in 1952 
which were not reported until 1953. He also reported that there had 
been an increase in number of schools of instruction and considerable 
increase in interest in this part of our work. 


III. On January 8, 1954, a special meeting of the Board was 
held in the Sheraton Hotel at High Point. All members of the 
Board were present except M.'.W.'.James E. Shipman, P.G.M., Chair- 
man, and W.'James G. Johnston, P.M., C.L., Junior Grand Deacon. 
M.'.W.'.Edwin T. Howard, Grand Master, ex officio, presided. 


At this meeting, the Board considered the program for profi- 
ciency examinations at this Grand Lodge, also the program for ex- 
emplification of the Third Degree. 


The Grand Lecturer reported that he had recognized a consid- 
erable improvement in the Ritualistic Work by lodges and that 
Schools of instruction are highly commended by a great majority 
of the District Deputy Grand Lecturers. 


IV. The Board held a meeting on Monday, April 19, 1954, at 
High Point and also on each day of this annual communication. All 
members of the Board were present. 


PROFICIENCY EXAMINATIONS 


An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
at Raleigh, North Carolina, on October 19, 1953, at which time 22 
brethren were examined; 21 of them passed, and 1 failed. Of these, 
17 were new applicants and 5 were re-examined. Of the 21 that 
passed, 18 were Class “A” and 3 were Class “B”, 


An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
at Asheville, North Carolina, on October 29, 1953, at which time 
7? were examined; and all of them passed. Of these 6 were new 
applicants and one was re-examined. All were Class “A”. 


An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
April 19, 1954, at High Point, North Carolina, at which time 62 were 
examined; 61 passed and 1 failed. Of the 61 that passed, 52 were 
Class ʻA” and nine were Class “B”; 15 were re-examined; 42 were 
new applicants; and four raised their certificates from Class “B” to 
Class “A”. 
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We lost 4 Certified Lecturers by death since our last report, 
and the certificates of 2 Certified Lecturers have expired. Their 
names appear hereafter in this report.

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MASONIC EDUCATION 


We have received reports indicating that there is a much greater 
interest in the Lodge System of Masonic Education than in any 
previous year, and we recommend that the Grand Lodge continue 
this educational effort; and, for the purpose of carrying out this 
recommendation, we present the following resolution and recommend 
that it be adopted: 


*BE IT RESOLVED, That the Lodge. System of Masonic Education 
approved by the Grand Lodge in 1985 (Pro. 1935, pages 32 and 86 
and again in 1949, Pro. 1949, page 197), be continued and that each 
lodge be requested to put that plan in operation promptly. 

We do not recommend at this time that this program be made 
mandatory. 

LODGES LECTURED IN 1953 


The record furnished by our Grand Secretary indicates that 120 
lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge allowed compensa- 
tion. No lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge did not 
allow compensation, making a total of 120 lodges actually lectured. 
Nine lodges were excused during 1953, making a total of 129 cleared 
during 1953 as having complied with Regulation 35-09. We report 
that 70 Certified Lecturers took part in lecturing lodges during 1953. 


LECTURE SERVICE 


We urge our Certified Lecturers to carefully read and observe 
the rules for the government of the Lecture Service as found on pages 
497 through 499 of THE CODE and also printed in the Annual Pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Lodge. Several of our Lecturers have appar- 
ently overlooked paragraph 5, subsections “a” and “b”, and para- 
graph 9, subsections “a” and “b” of those rules.

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence made the 
following report which was read, and each item and sub- 
division was adopted separately by more than three-fourths 
of the votes cast, then the report as a whole was adopted 
by unanimous vote: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits 
the following report. For convenient reference we use the same sub- 
jects, titles, and subdivisions of the Report of the Grand Master as 
used by him, or the Docket number as used in any report, or other 
document submitted for our consideration and action in all of our 
references to those matters and subjects. 


OTHER DISPENSATIONS 


ITEM I. We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action 
of the Grand Master as reported by him under this title as follows: 


1. To elect officers because of failure to elect at the time pre- 
scribed in THE CODE. 


2. To approve resignation of officers for good cause and to elect 
their successors; or that the Masters fill the vacancies with pro 
tempore appointment.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPEALS 
(Docket No. 45) 

The Committee on Appeals presented the following re- 
port, which was read, and upon motion, duly seconded, was 
unanimously adopted by sections and then unanimously 
adopted as a whole: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following 
report: 

1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been 
completed since the Annual Communication in 1953, and now pending 
before the Committee, in all of which the punishment imposed was 
expulsion, and in none of which the accused appealed from the 
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decision of the Trial Commission. We directed our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of 
Lotices upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence 
presented at the trial and the decision of the Commission, all in 
accordance with the Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained 
in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE of 1948. Your Com- 
mittee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in each of the 
following cases, and recommends that the judgment of the Trial Com- 
mission in each case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 


TRIAL Docket No. 32: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled April 8, 1953. 


TRIAL DockET No. 50: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled April 8, 1953. 


TRIAL DockET No. 55: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Ayden Lodge No. 498, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled July 14, 1958. 


TRIAL Docket No. 61: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Mount Olive Lodge No. 208, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled April 1, 1958. 


TRIAL DOCKET No. 63: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Balfour Lodge No. 188, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled March 11, 1953. 


TRIAL DOCKET No. 64: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Balfour Lodge No. 188, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled March 11, 19538.

TRIAL DockET No. 72: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Mooresboro Lodge No. 388, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled December 22, 1953. 
TRIAL DOCKET No. 74: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Fellow Craft of Fair Bluff Lodge No. 190, A.F. & A.M. 
Expelled February 10, 1954. 


2. Your Committee has received the entire record in the follow- 
ing cases in which purported appeals have been taken: 

TRIAL DOCKET No. 12: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Lebanon Lodge No. 391, A.F. & A.M. The de- 
cision of the Trial Commission in this case resulted in expulsion on 
May 16, 1953. Thereafter the accused was notified as required by the 
Trial Code on July 30, 1958. On September 11, 1953, the accused ad- 
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dressed a letter to the Grand Secretary and sent a copy of the same 
to the Judge Advocate stating that accused wished to appeal. While 
not signed by the accused, this Committee does consider that such 
letter constitutes notice of appeal. The accused, however, failed to 
comply with Reg. 106-10 by filing the requisite number of copies 
of the notice of appeal within five days after the service of such 
notice, and such filing is a jurisdictional requirement, failure to com- 
ply with which results in a dismissal of the appeal. This Committee, 
however, on its own motion has carefully reviewed the record and the 
decision of the Trial Commission in this case and recommends that 
the judgment of expulsion rendered by the Trial Commission be af- 
firmed by the Grand Lodge. 

TRIAL DOCKET No. 36: In the matter of charges preferred against 
a Master Mason of Joppa Lodge No. 530, A.F. & A.M. The decision 
of the Trial Commission in this case found the accused guilty of Un- 
Masonic conduct, and he was suspended from all of the rights and 
privileges of Masonry for a period of two years, beginning August 6, 
1953. Thereafter, on September 28, 1953, notice of appeal was served 
on the Grand Secretary, but no such notice was given to the Judge 
Advocate as required by Reg. 106-09, nor did the accused comply with 
Reg. 106-10, which is a jurisdictional requirement. This Committee, 
however, has carefully reviewed the record and the decision of the 
Trial Commission in this case and recommends that the judgment of 
suspension rendered by the Trial Commission be affirmed by the 
Grand Lodge. 

3. TRIAL Docker No. 73: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Fellow Craft of New Lebanon Lodge No. 314, A.F. & A.M. 
In this case the Judge Advocate entered his order dismissing the 
complaint on April 1, 1954, for that the complaint is not in suffi- 
cient form or substance to properly inform the accused as to what 
he is charged with and to enable him to prepare a proper defense. 
We recommend that the order dismising the complaint be approved. 


4. In the matter of the Application of Jacob (Jack) Schulman 
- for Restoration to Masonic rights and privileges. The application 
of the petitioner was filed with the Grand Secretary on January 9, 
1954, more than thirty days before this Annual Communication. The 
petitioner was excluded by Cherryville Lodge No. 505, A.F. & A.M., 
on November 2, 1936. Thereafter, on April 13, 1944, petitioner was 
dismembered by Dunn's Rock Lodge No. 267. Notice of intended ap- 
plication for restoration was served on both lodges in accordance with 
Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948. Your Committee has carefully 
examined the record in this matter, and recommends the Grand Lodge 
restore Jacob (Jack) Schulman to all the rights and privileges of a 
nonaffiliated Mason. 

5. In the matter of Application of Gorman Young Burgin for 
Restoration to Masonic rights and privileges. The application of the 
petitioner was filed with the Grand Secretary on March 9, 1954, more 
than thirty days before this Annual Communication. The petitioner 
was dismembered on September 15, 1951 (Trial Docket No. 27). No- 
tice of intended application for restoration was served on Black 
Mountain Lodge No. 663, A.F. & A.M., in acordance with Chapter 
109 of THE CODE of 1948, which applieation for restoration was 
favorably recommended and aproved by that lodge on March 5, 1954. 
After carefully examining the record in this matter, this Committee 
recommends the Grand Lodge restore Gorman Young Burgin to all 
the rights and privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason. 
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6. On recommendation of this Committee in its report to the 
Grand Lodge on April 22, 1953, the matter of the citation to the 
North Carolina Lodge of Research No. 666, A.F. & A.M., to show 
cause why the Charter of that lodge should not be revoked because 
of apparent violations of the provisions of THE CODE of 1948, was 
continued until this Annual Communication in order that such lodge 
might remove the disability and rehabilitate itself. 'The lodge not 
having removed the disability and not having rehabilitated itself, 
your Committee recommends that the Charter of the North Carolina 
Lodge of Research No. 666, A.F. & A.M., be revoked as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1954.

The Board of General Purposes reports that it has held regular 
meetings pursuant to the provisions of THE CODE, such meetings 
having been held on June 12, 1953, in the Hotel Sir Walter at Raleigh; 
on September 11, 1953, in the Masonic Temple at Wilmington; on 
January 8, 1954, in the Hotel Sheraton at High Point; on March 12, 
1954, in the Hotel Sir Walter at Raleigh; and on April 20 and 21, 
1954, in the Hotel Sheraton at High Point. 


At each meeting of the Board reports were made by the Grand

I know that in' the passing years there must have been moments 
when Most Worshipful Brother Dick Bundy had ample cause to ques- 
tion the decision he made nine years ago when he appointed me as 
Grand Steward. I desire now to make a public expression of my deep 
appreciation to him for that appointment, and I assure him I shall 
strive to the utmost of my power to make him proud of his moment 
of weakness. i 


As you know I am, and for a long period of time have been, a 
public servant. The members of the Craven County Board of Ed- 
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ucation for more than twenty-eight years have been my trusted and 
my trusting employers. No finer group of men could be found any- 
where. They have been most generous in insisting that I take all the 
time necessary during the coming year to discharge my Masonic re- 
sponsibilities, and for their most cooperative attitude I am indeed 
grateful. I assure them, as I assure you, that I shall not indulge upon 
their generosity nor shall I infringe upon the inherent rights of the 
children of my native county.

Several Grand Jurisdictions have 
made tremendous progress in an enriched program which vitalized 
and more effectively integrated the practices of the Masonic Lodges 
in the important areas of successful community living. I should be 
immensely pleased if North Carolina would join hands with those pro- 
gressive Grand Jurisdictions and lead the way for all Masonic Lodges 
in our nation as we march courageously forward into a new era of 
dynamic action. 


For this purpose I covet the privilege of serving you during the 
coming year. If we succeed, it will be because you have given gener- 
ously of your prayers, your encouragement and your whole-hearted 
‘support. Without these influences we can do nothing, but with them 
and above all with God's help, we can cheerfully plunge into the ac- 
tivities of a new year, anxiously awaiting the challenge that comes 
to us as we face each opportunity.

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RULES FOR GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD 
OF THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 


(In Effect June 8, 1951) 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adopted 
by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under the 
following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to Regula- 
tion 30-08, as adopted in 1948, and as amended in 1951. 


( rc ae by the Board of Custodians, at Charlotte, N. C., June 8, 


RULE 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all un- 
issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabu- 
lary, and shall issue them only upon proper written application. He 
shall provide all forms of application, receipts and other documents 
necessary to account for the same, and shall keep a record of all 
copies issued, and to whom issued. 


RULE 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed by the 
Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of & copy of either, the 
brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which shall be 
transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 


RULE 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries of 
our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held re- 
sponsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so issued to 
him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for the same, which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. In the event 
he is unable, for any cause, to deliver to his successor the copy of the 
Vocabulary in his possession, the Master of his lodge shall take up 
his copy of the Vocabulary and re-issue it to his successor in office, 
taking his receipt for the same which shall be forwarded immediately 
to the Grand Secretary. 


RULE 4. Only each of those in the following categories are quali- 
fied to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, Junior Wardens, 
Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons and the two Stewards of our 
subordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line Officers, District Deputy 
Grand Masters; members of the Board of Custodians; Certified Lec- 
turers, and Certified Instructors, while they occupy the said offices 
and positions and while they are qualified as indicated in this Rule. 


RULE b. (a) At the installation of officers following the annual 
election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the Grand 
Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his successor in 
office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by him, 
and in the event his successor has a copy, then the retiring officer 
shall transfer his copy to a new officer entitled to the same, who 
does not have & copy, and the successor so receiving the Official 
Standard of the Work shall sign the prescribed receipt therefor, 
which shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. It is 
the purpose of this paragraph to make it possible for a brother to 
retain the same copy of the Official Standard of the Work originally 
issued to him so long as he is entitled to have the use of the same 
under Rule No. 4. 
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(b) In case a brother, who holds a copy of the Official Standard 
of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose the quali- 
fication which entitles him to the use of a copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse of certificate, or for 
any other cause, then the Master of his lodge shall take up the copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work held by such brother and either 
forward it to the Grand Secretary, or re-issue it to a brother who 
fills the vacancy, if any, and take a receipt for the same, which re- 
ceipt he shall forward to the Grand Secretary immediately. 


RULE 6. No writing, marking or notations of any nature what- 
soever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty of any 
Grand Lodge Officer, Distriet Deputy Grand Master, District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer, or any Certified Lecturer, at any time, to call for 
any copy of either, and examine the same to determine whether this 
Rule has been violated; and if it has been violated, he shall imme- 
diately take up such copy marked in violation hereof, and forward 
the same at once to the Grand Secretary, and report his action to the 
Grand Master without delay. [See also Regulation No. 30-07 (4) ]. 


RULE 7. In case of loss or destruction of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary shall 
be notified immediately, giving a full report of the circumstances 
surrounding the said loss or destruction. 


RULE 8. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, nor 
at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


RULE 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same under 
these Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper form, except 
as provided in Rule 5.

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RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE LECTURE SERVICE 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians June 11, 1948, and effective 

July 1, 1948). 

1. Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 

2. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to in- 
struct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State of 
North Carolina, regardless of location. 

3. Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this 
work by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic Work 
from lodges located near their residences. 

4. Each subordinate lodge is required under Regulation 35-09 to have 
instruction in the Ritualistic Work for a period of not less than 
one week in every consecutive two years. For this instruction, the 
Grand Lodge will allow credit as set forth in Rule 5. At least fif- 
teen (15) consecutive calendar months shall elapse between the 
dates of such instruction. 

5. The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 
either of the two following methods: 

(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on one 
trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of ACTUAL 
INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time when he is 
not actually instructing; provided, also, that there shall be 
instruction on each of not less than five different days in the 
same calendar week, and for this class of service the fee shall 
not exceed $50.00 per week, or 

(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case instruc- 
tion must be given for not less than twenty-four (24) hours 
of ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time 
when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, that there 
shall be instruction on each of not less than five different 
days, and all within a period of thirty (30) days, beginning 
the first day of the lecturer’s engagement, and for this class 
of service the fee shall not exceed $40.00 per week. 

6. The Board of Custodians recommends that the instruction be ren- 
dered on consecutive days, whenever it is practicable or if circum- 
stances render it more efficient, but this is not mandatory. 

7. A Class "A" Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate lodges 
for compensation. 

8. A Class “B” Certified Instructor, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, may give instruction in the scope of work 
coming under Class “B,” for which he shall not receive compen- 
sation. 

9. The Grand Lodge will allow a credit of the fee set forth in Rule 
5 to each lodge instructed for the one week's minimum in every 
consecutive two years required under Regulation 35-09 and these 
rules. 

(a) A subordinate lodge will pay the lecturer the fee for instruc- 
tion according to the class of instruction given, as defined 
in Rule 5 (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, the lodge 
shall, within fifteen days, forward the lecturer's certificate 
of service, under the seal of the lodge, and the lecturer's

receipt for payment to the Grand Secretary, who will deter- 
mine whether, under Regulation 35-09 and these rules, the 
lodge is entitled to credit for the instruction, and if it is, 
he will either reimburse the lodge by voucher the stipulated 
amount, or credit the lodge’s account with the sam.e 


(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lecture 
service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the Grand Sec- 
retary before December 20 of each year. 


A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall make 

all the necessary arrangements and agreements for the service 

with the Class “A” Certified Lecturer of its choice. Immediately 

after such service has been rendered, the lodge shall 

(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 
necessary to fil the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 

(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed five cents per mile 
actually traveled, each way, when private automobile is used, 
or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare between the 
residence of the lecturer and the lodge served. Transporta- 
tion expense may properly be the subject of a special agree- 
ment between the lodge and the lecturer, before the instruc- 
tion is commenced. Jt is the intent of the Board of Custo- 
dians that travel expense, board and lodging shall not be 
made an unreasonable burden on lodges. 


A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, under 
Regulation 35-09 and these Rules, which accepts instruction from 
any Class "A" Certified Lecturer, shall pay the fee, as defined 
in paragraph (a) or (b), for such instruction and the expenses 
of the lecturer rendering the service without reimbursement from 
the Grand Lodge. 


A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as often 
as it desires, but the lodge, in such cases, shall pay all fees [as 
set forth in paragraph 5 (a) or (b)] and expenses incident 
thereto which exceed one week in every two consecutive years, 
as set forth in Rule 4. 


Any special lecture service rendered a lodge shall be reported 
within fifteen days by the Secretary of the lodge to the Grand 
Secretary, for the record. 


The Grand Secretary shall prepare and provide all forms for 
certificates, reports and records under these Rules. 
When these Rules become effective on July 1, 1948, all previous

The Grand Lodge Reports that come to me as reviewer 
are a source of great inspiration and more than that of en- 
couragement to continue to work in Masonry. The addresses 
of the Grand Masters and the reports of committees of all 
kinds show that many brethren are devoting long hours and 
labor that is intelligent and sincere in promoting the cause 
of Masonry. Occasionally in an address or in an oration by 
a Grand Orator appears a gem of insight that thrills the 
reader. Were I to follow my impulse this report would be 
overfull of quotations. I have selected a few of the many. 

The central theme of all from all over the world is the 
spiritual, moral, and educational value of the teachings of 
Masonry. It is an indication of the universal interest in this 
theme and a matter of pride, I hope not overweening, to 
this reviewer to find that the Grand Master of Tasmania 
referred to my Washington address of 1951. It was my good 
fortune during the past year to visit the Grand Lodges of 
Maine, Nebraska, and Connecticut as well as the meeting 
of Grand Masters in Washington and to find everywhere 
the same interest in the fundamental values of the craft. 
One of the finest statements of our task, reported by most 
of the Grand Lodges in the British Empire, was a message 
sent by our most distinguished and lamented Brother, King 
George VI of England. "The world today does require spir- 
itual and moral regeneration. I have no doubt, after many 
years as a member of our Order, that Freemasonry can play 
a most important part in their vital need." 


The Grand Master of Saskatchewan says: 


“Freemasonry is a way of life which calls into play 
all the forces of life in building that Temple of the soul of 
which the Temple built by King Solomon is to us a symbol. 
Its task and program is directed to the development of the 
soul, or in other words, making the otherwise rough ashlar 
more perfect. A Mason is a man and a brother whose trust 
is in God. He meets you on the level and acts on the square. 
Truth is his Compass and he is ever Plumb. He is loyal to 
his Order and whatever his station, he is Master of him- 
self. 

“In building that Temple of Brotherhood character is 
vital. Character does not come cheap; nature has few bar- 
gain counters and this appears to be true especially in the 
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realm of morals. Everyone knows it requires little energy 
to slide down hill, or drift unconsciously, but climbing 
‘winding stairs’ tests every muscle and faculty. ‘Character 
is what a man is in the dark.’ Character is like a founda- 
tion to a house—that part which is below the surface and 
which gives the house strength and stability. Character 
is what a man really is, while one's reputation is what 
others believe him to be." 


From the address of the Grand Master of Oklahoma: 


"Masonry is not a material thing; it is a science of the 
soul; it is not merely a creed or doctrine, but a universal 
expression of the Divine Wisdom. We are dedicated to 
Brotherly Love, Relief and Truth, and there is no doubt 
in our minds that the freedom of worship that we hold 
dear and enjoy is the keystone to all freedoms. With the 
destruction of this freedom, mankind has nothing upon 
which to cling; civilization would crumble and be destroy- 
ed. Masonry does not subscribe to any particular creed or 
cult. But, it does require that anyone accepted within its 
precepts must affirm a belief in a Supreme Being. We 
stand as soldiers in the great Masonic army of the world; 
we guard with vigilance that priceless heritage passed 
down to us through the years and which is now in our 
keeping. Our cause is just. Faith in the ideals and prin- 
ciples of our institution is unwavering." 


The Grand Orator of Nevada summarized a beautiful 
delineation of Masonic duty: 


"I would repeat over again all that I have said by 
summing up man's great duties as follows: To God, humble 
reverence and cordial submission to His laws, moral and 
physical; to our country, faithful allegiance and hearty co- 
operation to promote the greatest good to the whole; to 
our fellowman, brotherly love, and above all, charity; to 
family, kind and knowing consideration for all the ele- 
ments comprising the home; to ourselves, unyielding in- 
tegrity of purpose and practice." 


Finally a brilliant description of a true Mason by Brother 
Tom Q. Ellis of Mississippi in a tribute paid to Dr. J. Rice 
Williams, P. G. M.: 


"And in conclusion, brethren, somewhere back down 
in the years, I picked up a definition—or rather an answer 
to the question as to when a man is a Mason. But I never 
could find anyone, and never have found anyone exactly, 
who measures up to that definition until I came to know, 
love, and appreciate, over more than forty-five years this 
Grand Man of Freemasonry. But I believe he answers every 
Word of it. I believe you will agree with me; that a man 
is a Mason when he can look over the hills and valleys to 
the distant horizon with the realization of his own little- 
ness in the vast scheme of things, and yet have faith, hope 
and courage, which is the foundation of every virtue. He's 
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a Mason when he realizes deep down in his heart that 
every other man is just as noble, as vile, as divine, as dia- 
bolical, and as lonesome, as he is; yet he seeks to know, 
to understand, to forgive, and to love his fellowman. He's 
a Mason when he knows how to make friends, and how to 
keep them, and above everything else how to keep friends 
with himself. He's a Mason when he can look in a puddle 
by the roadside and see something besides mud, and look 
into the face of his most forlorn, sin-ridden fellow crea- 
ture and see something beyond sin. He's a Mason when 
he knows how to hope, how to pray, and how to love. 
When he can see some good in any faith that lifts a man 
up and enables him to lay hold on divine things, and to 
find majestic meaning in life, regardless of the name by 
which that faith may be called. When he carries in his 
hand always a sword against all evil but in his heart a bit 
of a song. When he's glad to live—and I know of no man in 
all of my acquaintance who gets more real joy out of living 
than does Dr. Williams—when he's glad always to live, but 
he keeps his affairs so arranged—and this is another secret 
of his great life—he keeps daily his affairs so arranged 
that he's not afraid to die. That's the secret, perhaps, of 
the greatness of this great Mason whom we honor on this 
occasion." 

. The Reports indicate that the Craft is everywhere in 
flourishing condition. All report gains in membership in 
lesser numbers to be sure than in preceding years except in 
Wyoming where the Grand Master proudly reports a gain 
of 55.6% over the past twelve years. Several Grand Masters 
rightly insist on quality rather than numbers. Without doing 
the proper statistical work I gathered the impression that 
there were fewer suspensions and expulsions for un-Masonic 
conduct in this past year. The Grand Lodge of Wisconsin re- 
ported only two trials in the past year. That would seem to 
indicate that careful selection and good Masonic training 
are contributing to the welfare of the Craft. The Grand 
Master of Western Australia sums it up nicely for us all: 

*In conclusion, brethren, I exhort you in this time of 
rapid numerical growth of the Craft to be very careful 
first that the new material we are introducing to our broth- 
erhood is of adequate quality. Our initiates should be men 
of sterling character, able not only to absorb our teachings 
but to practice them; and secondly that our festive boards 
should be clean, happy functions (with equal emphasis on 
both adjectives) and so promote that glow of good fellow- 
ship that makes Freemasonry effective." 


The third and greatest rung on the Masonic ladder is 
Charity, the love of one's fellowmen expressed materially 
to those in need. The reports indicate that all Grand Lodges 
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are aware of this which might well be called a landmark of 
the Craft. Most maintain homes for the children of Masons 
and for the aged. Virginia has just voted to establish a home 
for the aged on the grounds of its Masonic Home. Others 
take care of these needs by supplying funds for home care, 
and many combine both methods. For the information of 
my fellow-reviewers who may read this, we have a very 
fine Masonic and Eastern Star Home for the aged in Greens- 
boro. This is maintained and governed by the Grand Lodge 
and the Grand Chapter jointly and is supported by appro- 
priations from both bodies and freewill offerings of lodges 
and chapters. Our Masonic Orphanage is, I think, unique. 
By an agreement made in 1878 the fraternity operates an 
orphanage in conjunction with the State. All children have 
to be recommended by a lodge but only a handful are of 
Masonic parentage. The State appropriates money and sup- 
ports the school as a regularly accredited school in the state 
system. The Governor appoints three members of the Board 
of Directors. The Grand Lodge makes a regular appropria- 
tion and funds are raised by collections in the lodges, by a 
Thanksgiving offering, gifts, legacies, etc. We have no as- 
sessment for charity other than a fee of ten dollars for each 
Entered Apprentice which goes into the Grand Lodge Char- 
ity Fund. The name “orphanage” has received criticism. 
Some years ago a move was made to change the name. Such 
vigorous objection came from the alumni of the orphanage 
that the idea was dropped. We are very proud of its record. 
We have maintained an average of over three hundred chil- 
dren through the years, children from varied backgrounds, 
and we can state firmly that so far as we know, no graduate 
of the Orphanage has ever been convicted of a major crime. 

Many Grand Lodges have funds to assist worthy children 
from their Homes to go to college. The Australian and New 
Zealand bodies provide competitive scholarships for the 
children of Masons. 

Many Grand Lodges contribute to the funds for the Hos- 
pital Service of the Masonic Service Association. Some have 
special funds such as the Tubercular Aid Fund of the Grand 
Lodge of Texas and support rendered by the Grand Lodge 
of Arkansas to the Children's Hospital. Noteworthy among 
these is the Brotherhood Fund of the Grand Lodge of New 
York which is grandly supporting research into the causes: 
and cure of rheumatic fever, that great crippler of children. 

Special appeals also receive attention from many. Most: 
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Grand Lodges contributed to the Holland Relief Fund after 
the disastrous floods of last year though one refused on the 
ground that it did not recognize the Grand Lodge of Hol- 
land. The Canadian Grand Lodges likewise responded to this 
call. Alberta sent money also to England. The Grand Lodge 
of England declined further aid as unnecessary. Short- 
ly afterwards that Grand Lodge, having taken care of its 
own sent funds to the relief of our Greek brethren who suf- 
fered in the recent earthquakes. The brethren rallied to the 
assistance of typhoon victims in the Philippines and tornado 
victims in Arkansas, Georgia, and Texas. The raising and 
handling of funds for the relief of the brethren in Waco, 
Texas, as reported by the Grand Master was magnificent 
and provides a model for those who may find themselves 
faced with an emergency. 


Two special activities deserve the attention and the gra- 
titude of all Masons. The Grand Lodge of Minnesota main- 
tains a Fraternal Representative at Rochester, site of the 
Mayo Clinic. So important is his work and of such assistance 
— to brethren who may go there from North Carolina that I 
am presenting in full the report of the Grand Lodge Com- 
mittee: 


"REPORT OF THE FRATERNAL ASSISTANCE 
COMMITTEE AT ROCHESTER 


“To the M. wW. Grand Lodge, A.F. & A.M. of Minnesota: 

“Your Committee on Fraternal Assistance at Rochester is 
most happy to make its annual report at this Grand Lodge 
Communication, the 100th Anniversary of the founding of 
the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of 
Minnesota. While the Fraternal Assistance work at Roch- 
ester could not be anticipated by our illustrious brothers 
who founded this great Grand Lodge so many years ago, 
we are sure that if they were able to look back from that 
undiscovered country they would give their wholehearted 
but silent approval to this most worthwhile accomplish- 
ment of some 30 years existence. Since the inception of 
the Grand Lodge, no one single idea has spread the cement 
of brotherly love and affection more effectively than that 
of our Fraternal Assistance at Rochester. The many fine 
thank you letters received in our daily mail are convinc- 
ing testimony of the fact that visiting Masons do appre- 
ciate the courtesies that are accorded to them by our Fra- 
ternal Representative, Brother Leslie M. Thornton, on their 
clinical visits to Rochester. 


“We have for many years presented before this Grand 
Lodge, a statistical report of the activities of the Fraternal 
Representative at Rochester. This year in addition to the 
facts and figures usually presented, and which are a part 
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of this report, we would like to digress and inform you of 
the actual work being done for visiting Masons coming to 
Rochester. When requested we are pleased to meet Breth- 
ren arriving in Rochester by train, plane, or bus. If the 
patient's condition warrants it, we will arrange for wheel- 
chair or ambulance service. We have in our files a very 
complete listing of hotels, motels, apartments, and rooming 
houses, and are able to advise a Brother or his family, as 
to prices and locations, and help in securing the type of 
accommodations desired. During the summer months, 
which is the busiest time at the Mayo Clinic, and the time 
at which rooms are the hardest to locate, we have been 
very successful placing all of our Masonic Brethren and 
families, even upon short notification. 


“Upon a specific request we will also help and advise 
patients relative to registering at the Mayo Clinic and ex- 
plain to the best of our knowledge the numerous proce- 
dures and policies of that Institution. Through the very co- 
. operation and help of the Mayo Clinic we are able to ob- 
tain the names of the Masonic Brethren who are hospitaliz- 
ed. Let us here make it plain, that if a visiting Brother is 
not hospitalized, and does not call on our Fraternal Office 
at Rochester, we have no way of knowing of, or helping 
such a Brother. The cards that we receive from the Clinic 
are only those of hospitalized Brethren, and it is to these 
Brothers that your Grand Lodge Fraternal Representative 
endeavors to render his greatest assistance and service. 


“Our Representative calls on patients in four hospitals 
scattered about the city, and we have a daily average of 
about 80 Masons confined in all hospitals the year around. 
As you can see, the time element connected with each call 
prohibits our Representative from making a daily call to 
each patient. We have been able to work out a schedule 
which calls for a visit to each Brother at least twice a week. 
If a brother requests, or is in need of some material object, 
or wishes counsel on some problem, Brother Thornton is on 
call 24 hours a day and will do everything in his power to 
alleviate the suffering and wants of a Brother. 


*With the approval of a Brother, letters are written to 
his Lodge informing them of the hospitalized Brother and 
expressing our willingness to be of service to his Home 
Lodge. As we have pointed out previously, many letters 
are received from these Home Lodges expressing their ap- 
preciation for the information and services rendered. Many 
of the Lodges request us to order flowers for the patient, 
at their expense, which we are pleasd to do. On many 
occasions the Brother is alone and requests that his family 
be informed of his physical condition by long distance 
telephone, telegraph, or air mail letter. 


“Occasionally a Brother needs some financial assist- 
ance and we first make every effort to secure this through 
his family or Home Lodge. If the money is not forth- 
coming in this manner, the Grand Lodge has appropriated 
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for the use of the Fraternal Assistance Committee at 
Rochester, the sum of $500.00. This money is in the form 
of a revolving fund and small amounts are loaned out and 
repaid at frequent intervals. It is gratifying to know that 
of all the money advanced and repaid into this fund, 
during the years of its existence, our losses have only been 
some $85.00. We feel that our Representative's judgment 
in disbursing money from this fund, and our faith in our 
Brethern to repay, merits the continuing of this worth- 
while fund. Those of our Brothers who have health in- 
surance, receive help in making out their forms either by 
a local agent secured by your Representative, or by Broth- 
er Thornton. 


"In case of a death we will help, aid, and assist the 
widow or other survivors in their hour of sorrow. There 
are many details relative to certificates, mortuary proced- 
ures, shipment of the deceased, and transportation of fam- 
ilies to their homes, with which your Fraternal Represent- 
ative is very familier. 


"In addition to the duties already presented, Brother 
Thornton does many other things to cheer a visiting Bro- 
ther and make him comfortable. He is called upon to write 
and mail letters, cash checks, buy needed things such as 
magazines, pajamas, and cigarettes; secure and deliver 
reservations for tickets on either plane, bus or train; aids 
patients by contacting the Immigration Bureau to secure 
extensions of time on their passports, this is particularly 
needed by our Canadian Brethren. We have even secured 
baby sitters for the children of a Brother when his wife 
wished to be with him during surgery. Many patients be- 
fore entering upon a serious operation desire that their 
wills be brought up to date and other legal papers at- 
tended to, and we are pleased to help or secure the ser- 
vices of an attorney. Our Fraternal Representative has on 
occasion even been asked to aid in the purchase of a puppy 
to take home as a present for a Brother's children, and we 
have had one request for aid in securing a stuffed Moose 
head. This request we might say came from a perfectly 
normal Brother Mason, who desired it for a hunting Lodge 
down South. 


“The Mayo Clinic is adding to their medical facilities 
by the construction of a new $14,000,000 Diagnostic Build- 
ing, which will occupy an entire city block, and which no 
doubt will bring more visitors and consequently more 
Brother Masons to Rochester for examination and treat- 
ment. We on the Fraternal Assistance Committee are mind- 
ful of the increased load this will bring to our Representa- 
tive and it is possible that additional help may have to be 
employed to handle this added work. 


"During the past year your Representative has made 
8,428 hospital calls on 2,195 members or an average of 28 
calls per day, 6 days a week. We have been pleased to have 
Brethren from every State of the Union, every province of . 
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Canada, as well as Mexico, Alaska, the Hawaiian Islands, 

the Philippine Islands, India, Chili, Columbia, Arabia, Peru, 

and Japan. We cannot help pausing a minute to point out 

this definite proof of the Universality of Masonry, and the 
good will that the Grand Lodge of Minnesota creates among 

the Brethren of the World." 

The lodges in Phoenix and Tucson, Arizona, have estab- 
lished Relief Associations to provide assistance to sojourning 
brethren from other jurisdictions in those health-giving 
cities. The Grand Lodge of Arizona contributed funds to 
assist them in this noble work. The thanks of the Craft 
everywhere are due to these open-hearted brethren. 


Masonic interest in youth is showing an expansion of 
activities. DeMolay and Rainbow groups are encouraged by 
almost all Grand Lodges, with many appointing committees 
to promote these organizations. Occasionally they run foul 
of Masonic Law. In Ohio, as the law stands, they cannot 
meet in lodge rooms. Are they, particularly DeMolay, Ma- 
sonic in character and purpose so that lodge funds can be 
appropriated for them? This question arises and the answer 
seems often to be negative. Public Schools Week inaugurat- 
ed by California has spread rapidly into many other states. 
In Texas attendance at its functions totaled over one million. 
The Youth Program of Rhode Island is advancing success- 
fully with the appointment of a Director and the formula- 
tion of a well-rounded outline of activities. Orator after 
orator proclaimed the evils of Communism and called upon 
Masons to fight it by living and presenting to the world our 
Standards. What greater Masonic service can we render in 
this cause than in holding our ideals before the eyes of the 
youth of the land. 

Interest in Masonic Education continues high. Of special 
interest is a recommendation by the Grand Lecturer of Ver- 
mont that a school for new brethren be held a half hour 
before the regular lodge meetings with a planned program. 
The Texas committee has established a Film Loan Library 
which not only furnishes patriotic and Masonic films to the 
lodges but produces some of its own. The program in Oregon 
is in the hands of the Research Lodge which prepares and 
distributes pamphlets, maintains traveling libraries, pro- 
vides speakers and in general promotes educational work in 
the subordinate lodges. The report, pp. 133-136 (1953) is wor- 
thy of careful reading. 

As a professional historian I am delighted to see so many 
Grand Lodges taking an active interest in their history. In 
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the Ohio Report we find a Life of Kossuth, and the history 
of the founding of Cincinnati. Minnesota has had its cen- 
tennial history written. The York Grand Lodge of Mexico 
gives in its Preamble a brief outline of the history of the 
York Rite in Mexico. The Grand Lodge of North Dakota 
maintains markers at places important in the Masonic his- 
tory of the state. The Grand Historian of Idaho presented 
an interesting and instructive address on “The Influence of 
Masonry on Law and Order in Idaho 1860-1880." The Grand 
Historian of Washington gave a good treatment in outline 
of the background of its history. Virginia is responsible for 
giving us the fine and valuable publication “George Wash- 
ington—Freemason" by Past Grand Master William Moseley 
Brown. The History and Research Committee of Delaware 
is most active. Again it is Texas that sets up a standard. A 
thorough search is being made for materials. Records have 
been collected. Professors of American and Texas history 
have been consulted and graduate students have been put to 
work in the location of data. We look forward to the publi- 
cation of their results. 

One of the most interesting trends in Grand Lodge ac- 
tivities is the move to protect the Grand Lodge and the sub- 
ordinate lodges from difficulties through liability insurance. 
Some seven Grand Lodges have already taken this step and 
I have referred it to our Grand Lodge for consideration. 

A survey of the decisions and opinions of the Grand Mas- 
ters indicate some of the problems which they face. The 
liquor-selling question calls for many decisions. Can a man 
who clerks in a store which sells beer and wine become a 
Mason? Many Grand Lodges say no. 

Many Grand Masters had to issue orders to stop the use 
of lodge buildings on Sunday for other than church or fun- 
eral services and to forbid Masonic picnics on Sunday. 

The doctrine of the Perfect Youth is slowly passing 
through legislation and Grand Masters’ decisions. Mackey 
regarded it as a Masonic landmark that could not be altered 
and in the last century one Grand Lodge withdrew recogni- 
tion of another because of its violation. Many Grand Lodges 
now require merely ability to conform to the ceremonies 
and allow the use of artificial aids. Texas forbids such use. 
Missouri's Grand Master stated: *Good character is our basic 
qualification for admission. Good character is not limited 
to those of perect physique," and on his recommendation an 
amendment was proposed to read "Any person whose phy- 
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sical defects are such as to prevent his receiving and im- 
parting the ceremonies of the several degrees of Ancient 
Craft Masonry and for whom artificial appliances which 
would enable him to conform to the several ceremonies can- 
not be provided may have the degrees of Ancient Craft Ma- 
sonry conferred upon him in a manner and according to 
rules which shall be established by the Ritual Committee 
of the Grand Lodge." This must lay over a year and we shall 
watch for action with interest. 


The report of the Grand Master of Ontario in Canada 
presents a different viewpoint. 


“Grand Masters have been most considerate of cases 
of Physical Disability, and their decisions are based on 
benefit to, and probable embarrassment of both the pro- 
posed candidate and the Lodge members. If it is considered 
that the applicant would become a good Mason, the fact 
that he cannot meet some of the requirements of the Work 
is generally waived. If, however, the applicant could not 
participate in most of the work without considerable phy- 
sical distress to himself, and without mental discomfort to 
the brethren it is not considered advisable to admit him. 


"This year your Grand Master was requested for a dis- 
pensation to receive and act on the petition of a man who 
was totally deaf. He was a competent lipreader, but after 
considering the almost insurmountable difficulties pre- 
sented by several parts of our ritual, the request was re- 
fused. 


“Your Grand Master recommends approval of the fol- 
lowing ruling: ‘A Lodge may not receive an application 
for initiation from a man who is totally deaf, unless the 
petitioner can hear distinctly with the use of hearing aids’.” 


Most radical is the report of the Grand Master of Oregon 
which was approved by the Grand Lodge. 


“DOCTRINE OF THE PERFECT. YOUTH 


"It is my honest conviction that a man petitioning 
Freemasonry even though maimed should not be denied 
that privilege, providing he is proper material morally, 
he will not be a charge on the Lodge and is able to receive 
and impart Masonic knowledge. Accordingly, I issued sev- 
eral dispensations, however first requiring a careful inves- 
tigation substantiated by documentary evidence from re- 
sponsible individuals that the petitioner is able to make 
a livelihood for himself and family and that it is very un- 
likely that he will become a charge. 


"I issued a dispensation to confer the Master Mason 
degree upon a Brother who was bedfast in the Vets Hos- 
pital. This Brother had received the first two degrees and 
his burning desire was to die a Master Mason. The humane 
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thing was to grant his request. He was conveyed by ambu- 
lance to the Portland Masonic Temple where Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Shalor Eldridge acting by my proxy con- 
ferred the Master Mason degree. A few days later the 
Brother passed to his reward in peace. 


“I received a request for a dispensation to receive and 
act upon the petition of a man blind since early youth. 
This request had been made previously so that substan- 
tiating documents were available together with the opin- 
ions of the members of the Jurisprudence Committee. I 
carefully reviewed these and found that the man in ques- 
tion is an outstanding attorney, the head of several thriv- 
ing Corporations, at one time Mayor of his City. Our Code 
provides that if a man has received the E. A. degree and 
thereafter becomes in any manner incapacitated, he is en- 
titled to. receive the remaining two degrees. I cannot see 
the logic of refusing a blind man before the E. A. degree 
and granting him that privilege afterward. A man is not a 
Master Mason until he receives the three degrees, I there- 
fore granted the dispensation to receive and act upon this 
petition." : 

It was surprising to read in the Report of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, a motion to amend the law to read *A 
Daughter Lodge shall not consider an application for initia- 
tion by any candidate who is totally blind without first ob- 
taining a Dispensation from the Grand Master." The report 
of the meeting at which this was to be acted on has not yet 
come to hand. ` | | 

On the subject of landmarks which this brings up, we 
recommend an article “Landmarks, my Personal Experi- 
ence" by Past Grand Master Thomas of Arkansas in the 
Report of Arkansas Research Lodge No. 739. After review- 
ing the history of the subject he concludes most wisely: 

"It has been said that before any determination of 
what the Landmarks are, it must first be determined what 
Freemasonry is. Rather than attempt to define these es- 
sential principles and distinguishing characteristics in any 
arbitrary list, I prefer to attempt to define what Freema- 
sonry means to me, and in this definition I believe is con- 
tained those simple, basic, fundamental and essential prin- 
ciples'and distinguishing characteristics by which Freema- 
sonry has been known through the centuries. To me these 
are the. Landmarks of Freemasonry. 


“When I attempt to put into words my definition of Free- 
masonry these words come to me: , 
"To me Freemasonry is a philosophy of How to Live, 
based on the belief in one true God and in the immortality 


of the soul. It is taught by men who congregate in Lodges 
presided over by a Master and Wardens and there, by the 
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use of the implements of an operative Mason, used as sym- 
bols, they teach the practice of those important tenets of 
Friendship—Morality—and Brotherly Love, and inculcate 
the belief that a man's every day life should be governed 
by the cardinal virtues of Fortitude, Prudence, Temper- 
ance and Justice towards all mankind, so that at death he 
will be entitled to and can expect to receive the ‘Wages 
of a Master Mason’ which is the reward for a well spent 
life. 

"If you have all of this you have Freemasonry, but if 
you omit any one of them you do not have Freemasonry.” 


Chain letters are still going around. The Grand Master 
of Ontario received two himself. When will some Masons 
grow up? 

After a review of this sort it is refreshing to read in the 
reports of Arizona and Rhode Island that no grievances 
arose, no decisions or opinions were necessary. Surely har- 
mony prevails in those Grand Jurisdictions. 

We congratulate the Grand Lodge of Tasmania on its 
initiation of the Governor of the Island. 

The Grand Lodge of Vermont has settled the problem of 
the Master’s Hat by providing a head covering “of black 
velveteen with satin top and with the square and compass 
with the letter ‘G’ embroidered in white or silver thread 
on the front thereof.” This is far preferable to some hats I 
have seen in use in our own Jurisdiction. 

We were proud to find in the Report of the Grand Lodge 
of Virginia the speech delivered by our Past Grand Master 
Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., at the George Washington Bicen- 
tennial Celebration. This celebration was carried out all 
over the nation with great success. 

We are disturbed to read in the report of the Grand 
Lodge of Argentina the following: 


"We continue to be profoundly preoccupied by the 
situation through which Brother Masons are passing in 
Spain: special laws and tribunals against Freemasonry in 
that country are still existent constituting a transgression 
of the convention of genocide of the United Nations. This 
evil would appear to have spread even to America, to judge 
by a proposed reform of the Colombian Constitution, by 
which there is a desire to proscribe Masonry as being 'a 
secret society. Do the perpetrators of this reform, per- 
chance, forget that the existence, the leaders and the prin- 
ciples of Freemasonry are known throughout the world? 
Do they forget that their Liberator General Simon Bolivar, 
who gave Colombia her liberty, was a Mason; that 25 Pres- 

` idents of that country (and in truth the most prominent) 
were Masons? May the G.A.O.T.U. enlighten these mis- 
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guided minds, that they do not affront their country before 
it is too late." 


Attacks on Masonry in the name of religion have been 
made recently in England as well as in this country. The 
answer given to this by Grand Master Roy of Massachusetts 
is so fine that the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland requested and received permission to reproduce 
it. It will be appended to this report along with a splendid 
address on the Bible given by Most Worshipful Thomas S. 
Roy at the Grand Masters' Conference of 1954. 


We wish to express our sympathy to the Grand Lodge 
of Oregon on the loss of its Grand Master Jared W. Sum- 
merhays, who answered the call just before the meeting of 
the Grand Lodge. 


This report closes with the prayer used at the closing of 
the Grand Lodge of Arizona. 


“Eternal Father of us all: We ask Thee to guide us 
along the pathway of Hope and Faith, and of service to 
Thee and to mankind. 


“Encourage us to walk uprightly toward further light, 
and to erect for ourselves a finer temple of Belief and , 
Brotherhood. 


“Teach us to have Charity for the faults of others; 
make us kindly to both friends and strangers, considerate 
of their failures, and generous in remembering their vir- 
tues. 

“Awaken us to the realization that there are other 
things in Masonry besides the working of degrees, and 
cause us to realize that all Masonic roads lead in the end 
to God. 


“And now that we are about to separate, and return 
to our respective places of abode, wilt Thou be pleased so 
to influence our hearts and minds that we may each one of 
us practice out of the Lodge those great moral duties 
which are inculcated in it, and with reverence study and 
obey the laws which Thou hast given us in Thy Holy 
Word. Amen.”

AN ANSWER TO ANTI-MASONIC 
RELIGIOUS PROPAGANDA 


THOMAS S. Roy, Grand Master of Massachusetts 


I promised you in June, my Brethren, that in my address in 
September I should attempt to answer an attack made on Mason- 
ry by certain religious groups. I would have paid no attention to 
this attack were it not for the fact that some of the brethren have 
come to me with questions. At least two congregations within our 
jurisdiction, both of the same denomination, have interested them- 
selves in anti-masonic propaganda. They take the position that Free- 
masonry is opposed to their particular kind of religion, and that a 
man cannot be a Mason and at the same time a good Christian. Our 
brethren know that their pastors who disseminate this propaganda 
are good men. They know that they are men of learning who have 
gone much farther than their parishioners in their study of relig- 
ion and related subjects. They are not to be blamed therefore if 
they conclude that their pastors have information about religion 
denied them, which leads them to oppose Freemasonry. Thus their 
concern. 


In a pamphlet under the title, "Does God want you to be a 
lodge member?" which was found in a church not far from Boston, 
I found the address of a religious publishing house which special- 
izes in anti-masonic literature. I sent some money, and in return, 
received some forty anti-masonic tracts or pamphlets. They have 
been written, for the most part, by men who represent the ultra- 
conservative wing of protestantism. The writers have not always 
been careful with the truth; at least they state as fact what has 
never been established as such. They forget that one of the ten 
commandments is, “Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour." They draw malicious inferences not at all warranted 
by a correct interpretation of the facts. They cite Masonic authori- 
ties such as Mackey and Preston, and identify the teachings of 
Freemasonry with the opinions of those men rather than with the 
moral teachings of Freemasonry itself. Incidentally, they know all 
there is to know about our obligations and our ritual. One of those 
pamphlets contains what purport to be the physical penalties of 
all the degrees—Symbolic Lodge, the York and Scottish Rites. As 
you can imagine, their criticisms bear down hard on an organiza- 
tion that seems to need the use of such imprecations. Inasmuch as 
some of those obligations seem to demand that the candidate prom- 
ise to impose on others who betray the secrets of the Order the 
same punishment as he invokes on himself, it cannot be wonder- 
ed at that Freemasonry is condemned by many. 


Their sharpest criticism, however, is aimed at our most vulner- 
able spot: namely, the apparently selective morality implied in 
part of our obligations. There was a time when men thought of 
themselves as obliged to do anything they could get away with in 
their business dealings with their fellow men. “Caveat emptor,” 
(let the buyer beware), was the slogan. Under the conditions that 
then obtained, the obligation bad some cogency. A Mason had to 
be honest in his dealings with a brother Mason. But there can be 
no double standard in ethical questions for Masons today. A Mason 
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must be equally honest with all men, nor shall we protect the 
wrong-doing of any. In this respect our practice is above our ritual. 
For in practice, not only will we not protect a brother Mason in 
his wrong-doing, but in unethical conduct, we will bring charges 
against him and have him excluded from our fellowship if it can 
be proved that he has brought reproach upon the good name of 
Freemasonry. The action of this Grand Lodge this afternoon in 
confirming the suspension of a member, and at other times in ex- 
pelling members for unmasonic conduct, is all the proof needed 
that this is true. 


Freemasonry may lead in asserting and practicing the highest 
in ethical idealism, but it must never be behind the accepted mor- 
ality of any generation. It must be above suspicion and beyond 
criticism. Particularly we must not have our ritual trailing our 
practice. 


These religious critics of ours are harsh in their criticism of 
the religious factor in Freemasonry. Their criticism takes this form: 
Freemasonry is a religion; it does not conform to the beliefs and 
practices of the Christian religion; therefore it is a false religion; 
therefore any person having membership in Freemasonry is guilty 
of promoting a false religion, and perforce is not worthy of mem- 
bership in a Christian church. We have been ill-served by some 
of our Masonic historians in this respect. In their zeal for linking 
Freemasonry with antiquity, they have almost concluded that simi- 
Jarity indicates origin. Mackey speaks of our affinity with the 
Eleusinian Mysteries of ancient times. He has given a phallic sig- 
nificance to some of our symbols. Freemasonry would be well- 
advised to stick to its immediate origin, and not to try to satisfy 
the craze for antiquity that plunges us into a maze of conjecture 
that adds nothing to our prestige, and exposes us to the criticism 
that is not deserved in the light of our present ideals, goals and 
practices. We claim no direct relationship with pagan religions. 

Unfortunately, some of the apologists of Freemasonry in other 
days have tried to establish the worth of the Order by making 
claims for it not consistent with its organization and purposes. One 
of them made the statement that “Genuine Freemasonry is a pure 
religion.” That is an unfortunate and misleading statement. But 
it has been taken at face value by these religious critics who pro- 
ceed to show the kind of religion it is, and gives them the basis 
for their argument that Freemasonry is a false religion and there- 
fore to be condemned. 


Our answer to this is that while Freemasonry is religious, it 
is not even in the remotest sense a religion. We have prayers, it 
is true, invocations to deity. But Congress opens its sessions with 
prayer, and no one has ever suggested that our legislature is a re- 
ligion. The Republican and Democratic Conventions opened with 
prayer—and such prayers they were! But not even the most ar- 
dent member of either convention would call it a religion. Colleges 
have religious services, some of them daily Chapel, but nobody 
ever called a college or educational program a religion. What it 
means is that these organizations, even as ours, are composed of 
Go people who believe that their religion should enter into 
all of life. | 
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We have none of the marks of a religion. We have no creed, 
and no confession of faith in a doctrinal statement. We have no 
theology. We have no ritual of worship. We have no symbols that 
are religious in the sense of the symbols found in church and syna- 
gogue. Our symbols are related to the development of character 
and of the relationship of man to man. They are working tools to 
be used in the building of a life. 


Our purpose is not that of a religion. We are not primarily 
interested in the redemption of man. We seek for no converts. We 
solicit no new members. We raise no money for religious purposes. 
By any definition of religion accepted by our critics, we cannot 
qualify as a religion. All of which means that a man has not sub- 
Scribed to a new religion, much less an anti.Christian religion, 
when he becomes a Mason, any more than when he joins the 
Democratic Party, or the Y. M. C. A. And there is nothing in Free- 
masonry that is opposed to the religion he brings with him into 
the Lodge. 


We are condemned because we say that a man may be obli- 
gated on the scripture of his own religion, and that we thus place 
all religions on an equality. But Freemasonry does not assert 
and does not teach that one religion is as good as another. We do 
not say that all religions are equal because we admit men of all 
religions. We refuse to apply a theological test to a candidate. We 
apply a religious test only. We ask a man if he believes in God, and 
that is a religious test only. If we asked him if he believed in Christ, 
or Buddah, or Allah, that would be a theological test involving a 
particular interpretation of God. Belief in God is faith; belief 
about God is theology. We are interested in faith only, and not 
theology. We do not set ourselves up as judges of the qualitative 
values of the theological interpretations of God. When Freema- 
sonry accepts a Christian, or a Jew, or a Buddhist, or a Moham- 
medan, it does not accept him as such, but as a man, worthy to be 
received into the Order. We ask him to pledge himself by the 
highest and holiest loyalty in his life to be true to his vows. To ask 
him to vow on a book in which he did not believe would be the 
kind of hypocrisy condemned by the highest teachings of the 
Christan religion. To say that we reject Christ because we do not 
mention him would be as reasonable as to say that we reject the 
prophecies of Isaiah because we do not mention them. It is the 
glory of Masonry that a man who believes implicitly in the deity 
of Christ, and a man who says that he cannot go that far, can meet 
as brothers in their acknowledgement of the sovereignty of the 
Supreme Being, the Maker of Heaven and Earth, and in acknow- 
ledgment of their duty to love him with heart and mind and soul 
and strength. They can unite in fulfilling the great purpose of 
Freemasonry, the development of human character, and the 
establishment of the collective life of mankind in brotherhood. 
In doing this we dare to hope that we are more than neutral in 
helping the church in its great task. 


We are not a religion, and we are not anti-religious. We are 
a completely tolerant organization. We stand for the values that 
are supreme in the life of the church, and we are sure that he who 
is true to the principles he learns in Freemasonry will be a better 
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church member because of it. Indeed, just the other day I 
heard the Rector of the largest Episcopal Church in another city 
say that he was a better Christian and a better Rector because of 
his Freemasonry. Freemasonry rightly conceived and practiced 
will enhance every worthy loyalty in a man's life. It will not weak- 
en a man's loyalty to his church, but will strengthen it by the in- 
creased sense of responsibility to God and dependence on God 
taught in our ritual. It will not drain his strength from the service 
of the church, but increase his strength for the service of the 
church. It will not draw him away from the doctrines of his 
church, but stimulate his interest in the values of religion that 
enrich and ennoble the life of man. 


As distinguished from the church or the synagogue, Freema- 
sonry does not claim to know all there is to know about deity, and 
therefore makes no assertion of infallibility. Our quest is for light, 
more light, further light; for truth, more truth, further truth. Be- 
cause we do not claim to have received full light, to have a monopoly 
of, or a corner on, truth, we can claim to be a tolerant group. We be- 
lieve that there should be some place where men can meet without 
having to assert or defend the peculiarities of their doctrines. There 
should be some place where men can meet and know that their 
right to worship God in their own way is respected completely; a 
place where a man learns that the only respect he can claim for 
his beliefs is the respect he accords to the beliefs of others. There 
should be some place where men can face the realities of life and 
know that the only barriers that separate men are those of ill-will 
and enmity. Freemasonry is that place, for it unites men in a unity 
that transcends the accidents of creed and class, a unity created by 
our common loyalty to the realities of religion as expressed by the 
prophet Micah twenty-seven hundred years ago when he wrote: 
"He hath showed thee, O man, what is good, and what doth the 
Lord require of thee but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God."

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THE VOLUME OF THE SACRED LAW 
Tuomas S. Roy, Past Grand Master of Massachusetts 


Most Worshipful Brother Chairman, Brethren of the Grand 
Masters! Conference. For the honor, and the high privilege of ad- 
dressing you again I thank you most sincerely. I appreciate your 
forbearance, and crave your indulgence as I attempt to open for 
discussion the subject of The Volume of the Sacred Law. I could 
wish that what I have to say might be worthy of this Conference. 
I am sure that it will not reflect the many hours that have gone into 
its preparation. Any one who studies any Masonic subject today 
must wish, as I have, that the literature on Masonry were less vo- 
luminous. Or better still, that nothing had been sent to the printer 
that was not verified as fact. A vast amount of chaff must be win- 
nowed to obtain a few grains of wheat. In my reading I came across 
a quotation from something Henry Hallam wrote a hundred and 
thirty years ago that best points up our problem. He wrote: “The 
curious subject of Freemasonry had been treated only by pane- 
gyrists and caluminators, both equally mendacious." 

This is strictly a Masonic discussion of The Volume of the 
Sacred Law. For the great majority of Masons in the world the 
volume of the sacred law is the Bible. This is not a discussion of 
the Bible exclusively, either in eulogy or defense. By “The Volume 
of the Sacred Law," we mean the book which is the final moral 
and spiritual authority of the candidate. I like the way that the 
Grand Lodge of England has worded it in its statement of the basic 
principles for Grand Lodge recognition. “...the Volume of The 
Sacred Law, by which is meant the revelation from above which 
is binding on the conscience of the individual who is being initiated." 


The enemies of Freemasonry within the churches, and to their 
shame let it be said that there are more of them in some of our 
Protestant bodies than there ought to be, condemn us because they 
insist that we make the Scriptures of other religions equal to the 
Bible. Let it be said once for all that we do nothing of the sort. It 
is not within the province of Freemasonry to pass upon the relative 
merits of the Scriptures of the different religions whose devotees 
knock at its door. To affirm the equality of all Scriptures would 
imply that I, as a member of the Christian religion, could just as 
well be obligated on the Koran as on the Bible. Which, of course, 
is ridiculous. What Freemasonry affirms is not equality of Scrip- 
tures, but equality of right—the right of every man to take his 
vows before God on the Scriptures that are to him the revelation of 
God. Freemasonry refuses to be a party to the hypocritical pro- 
cedure of demanding that an initiate vow on a book in which he 
does not believe. 

Our interest in the Volume of the Sacred Law at the present 
time is because of its relevance to the problem of the recognition of 
other Grand Lodges. While our Commission on Information for 
Recognition is not setting up standards of recognition, it neverthe- 
less has had to adopt a sort of irreducible minimum of require- 
ments against which to check the information received concerning 
Grand Lodges not now universally recognized. Part of this ir- 
reducible minimum is 'the display of the Volume of The Sacred 
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Law as part of the furniture of the Lodge." We have well-estab- 
lished precedents for this. Number six of the Basic Principles for 
Grand Lodge Recognition adopted by the Grand Lodge of England, 
the mother Grand Lodge of the world reads, "That the three great 
lights of Freemasonry, namely The Volume of the Sacred Law, the 
Square and the Compasses, shall always be exhibited when the 
Grand Lodge or its Subordinate Lodges are at work, the chief of 
these being The Volume of The Sacred Law." I do not know how 
many Grand Lodges recognized the Grand Orient of France prior 
to 1877. In that year The Grand Orient discontinued the practise 
of displaying The Volume of The Sacred Law in the Lodge Room. 
As a result Recognition was withdrawn, until today it stands almost 
completely isolated, ostracized by practically the whole Masonic 
world. The requirement of The Volume of The Sacred Law is al- 
most universal. 


Why should this be one of the basic requirements of recognition? 
The first answer that each of you would give is that it is one of the 
ancient landmarks. Mackey has left us a list of twenty-five land- 
marks. The twenty-first reads, “A ‘Book of the Law’ constitutes an 
indispensable part of the furniture of every Lodge." The Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts has adopted seven landmarks. In the third 
of these we go beyond Mackey, for we do not say merely “A book 
of the Law," but, "The Volume of The Sacred Law, an indispensa- 
ble part of the furniture of the Lodge." 'This is in accord with the 
quite general belief that the necessity of the display of The Volume 
of The Sacred Law is a landmark. 


It ought to be acknowledged, however, that this belief is not 
universal. At the Midwest Conference on Masonic Education held 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa in 1951, one of the speakers was M.W. Carl 
H. Claudy. On page 17 of the proceedings of that Conference he is 
quoted as saying: “We speak of the Bible being on the altar as a 
landmark. It is nothing of the kind. The Bible did not appear on 
the altar of the Lodge until 1760. We had a book of the law on the 
altar previous to that time. So according to a true interpretation of 
a landmark, the Bible on the altar is not a landmark." Of course our 
distinguished Masonic scholar is correct in his facts. But I think 
that he would agree that though "the Bible on the altar" is not a 
landmark, that does not invalidate the right to be considered a 
landmark of "The Volume of The Sacred Law, an indispensable 
part of the furniture of the Lodge." For the two are not identical. 


What is a landmark? Mackey has a long and rather involved 
definition, for he defines landmarks as “those ancient and universal 
customs of the Order, which either gradually grew into operation 
as rules of action, or if at once enacted by any competent authority, 
were enacted at a period so remote that no account of their origin is 
to be found in the records of history. Both the enactors and the 
time of the enactment have passed away from the record, and the 
landmarks are therefore of higher authority than memory or his- 
tory can reach." Then there is the more succinct definition of Most 
Worshipful Roscoe Pound: *By landmarks in Freemasonry we are 
generally supposed to mean certain universal, unalterable, unrepeal- 
able fundamentals which have existed from time immemorial, and 
are so thoroughly a part of Masonry that no Masonic authority may 
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derogate from them or do aught but maintain them." The definition 
I have quoted most often is the brief but complete definition of 
Most Worshipful Brother Claudy: “Landmarks are the unchanging 
and unchangeable fundamentals which make the Craft what it 1s, 
and without which it would be something entirely different.” 


Does “The Volume of The Sacred Law, an indispensable part of 
the furniture of the Lodge” meet the conditions of a landmark as 
laid down by these definitions. There is only one answer, and that 
is that it meets those conditions as completely as any of the other 
so called landmarks. 


It is true that the Bible is supposed to have been placed on the 
altar of the Lodge as late as 1760. But this does not mean that it 
was not until 1760 that the Bible was introduced as an indispen- 
sable part of the furniture of the Lodge. The most famous Masonic 
Bible in America is owned by the Lodge at Fredericksburg, Virgin- 
ia. We know that George Washington was obligated on that Bible 
in 1752. The presumption is that it was part of the furniture of that 
Lodge from its beginning. We have a record in Massachusetts of 
the “Book” being carried in procession in 1749. We know that 
Canongate Kilwinning Lodge No. 2 of Edinburgh, Scotland had a 
Bible presented to it in 1735. 


It is in the old Manuscripts, however, that we find the best 
evidence of the presence and the necessity of the Bible in Free- 
masonry. The Regius, our oldest Manuscript speaks of the “Book.” 
I agree that we cannot be sure that the Bible is meant; nor are we 
permitted the conclusion that even if the Bible was meant that it 
was an indispensable part of the furniture of the Lodge. It is anoth- 
er way that the Regius Manuscripts furnishes evidence of the neces- 
sity and therefore the presence of the Bible. For it indicates that 
initiates were bound by an oath. It reads: “A good true oath he 
there must swear, to his master and his fellows that be there.” It 
was the universal practise to take an oath on the Bible. An oath to 
be valid must be sworn on the Book. There is the rubric that has 
come down to us that describes the taking of the oath. “One of the 
eldest, taking the Bible shall hold it forth, that he or they which 
are to be made Masons, may impose and lay their right hand upon 
it, and the charges shall be read.” 


The Carmick manuscript is much more definite for it reads: 
“This is the Godly oath which is given to Masons, and here follow- 
eth the form: Let the Master or Governor take the book in his 
right hand, and the man that is to be made Mason, laying his hand 
on the book, the Master shall give him the aforesaid oath; and the 
conclusion whereof, the man to be made shall kiss the book; and 
after your oath (your book kissed) your following precepts or 
charges which he is to keep are to be read. ‘Now that you are to 
be made Masons you are to take good heed that you keep those 
charges right well, with an upright faith and a good conscience, 
according to the Oath that you have taken; for it is a great peril 
for a man to foreswear himself on the Holy Bible!" While it is true 
that a reference to the “book” may mean the Bible or the Book of 
Constitutions, this last sentence removes all doubt as to the pre- 
sence of the Bible. "It is a great peril for a man to foreswear him- 
self on the Holy Bible." 
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The Harleian manuscript is even more conclusive. Article thir- 
ty-six reads: “That no person shall be accepted a Freemason, or 
know the secrets of the said Society until he hath first taken the 
oath of secrecy hereafter following: I, A.B., do in the presence of 
Almighty God and my Fellows, and Brethren here present, promise 
and declare, that I will not, at any time hereafter, by any act or 
cireumstance whatsoever, directly, or indirectly, publish, discover, 
reveal or make known any of the secrets, privileges or counsels of 
the fraternity or fellowship of Freemasonry, which at this time, or 
any time hereafter, shall be made known unto me. So help me 
God, and the holy contents of this book. The closing sentence 
makes it indubitable that the oath was taken on the Bible. 


There is another bit of history that is both interesting and 
significant. An inventory of The London Company of Masons taken 
on July 4,1676 lists among other valued possessions “one great 
Bible, one Book of Common Prayer, one Book of Constitutions of 
Accepted Masons." There is more here than just the bare fact that 
the Lodge possessed a Bible. It says “One Great Bible.” This is not 
a physical description of an edition of the Bible of unusual size, 
such as our pulpit and Lodge Bibles of today. It is the name of a 
version of the Bible that stamps it as definitely as to say that you 
have a King James version, or a Standard Revised version. After 
the Protestants had won their battle in England, and were permit- 
ted to print and circulate English translations of the Bible, differ- 
ent versions appeared in the following sequence. There was first 
the Ryndale version, complete in the New Testament and incom- 
plete in the Old; The Coverdale Bible; The Matthew Bible; The 
Taverner Bible; The Great Bible; The Bishops' Bible and the King 
James Bible, published in 1611, and most widely used today. The 
Great Bible was published in 1539. So that the Bible used by the 
London Company of Masons in 1676 was not the King James 
Version publishd in 1611, but The Great Bible published in 1539. 
Of course the evidence is not conclusive, but it is strongly pre- 
sumptive that they had a Bible in that Lodge prior to 1611. 


Since all the documentary evidence available indicates that 
the Bible was part, and an indispensable part of the. furniture of 
the Lodge, is anything more needed to establish it as a landmark. 
It is not necessary that it shall have been identified as The Great 
Light in Masonry, to validate its claim to be a landmark? It is 
necessary only that it shall have been essential to the work they 
had to do, and in that way an indispensable part of the furniture 
of the Lodge. 


If we. were able to establish even more conclusively—beyond 
the possibility of a doubt the right of the Volume of The Sacred 
Law to be called a landmark, it would not be sufficient to establish 
the right of The Volume of The Sacred Law as an indispensable 
part of the furniture of the Lodge. Antiquity confers no authority; 
nor does the tradition of long usage invest a practise with the right 
of perpetuity. There is only one good reason for maintaining The 
Volume of The Sacred Law as an indispensable part of the furni- 
ture of the Lodge, and that is its inherent right to be so maintained. 
It is indispensable because without it Freemasonry cannot fulfill 
itself. | 
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The reason for making the Volume of The Sacred Law indis- 
pensable goes much deeper than just calling it The Great Light in 
Freemasonry. Basing our reason there would be basing it at our 
most vulnerable spot. For calling The Volume of The Sacred Law 
"The Great Light in Masonry," is the major incongruity, or in- 
consistency in our practise today. We explain the Bible as the 
Great light in Masonry even though we have compelled the initiate 
to take vows that are a denial of that which the Bible teaches. I 
allude to the selective morality to which he pledges himself, and 
the barbarous penalties by which he binds himself; both of which 
do violence to both the letter and the spirit of the Book on which 
he vows. The words, “The Great Light in Masonry" is either just 
a figure of speech, or we are trading very recklessly with words; 
compounding contradictions unworthy of our ideals and our great 
name. The greatest contribution that Freemasonry can make to 
itself today is to make its obligations consistent with its practise. 
For it is very obvious that the practise of Freemasonry is ethically 
superior to some of the demands of its obligations. 

The Volume of the Sacred Law must be considered indispensa- 
ble—a sine qua non of Freemasonry, not because we invest it with 
the title of The Great Light in Masonry, but because it imposes on 
us an absolute law that is the final authority for Masons in moral 
and spiritual values. It is not something that was established by 
men in 1760, who named it The Great Light in Masonry, it estab- 
lished itself from time immemorial as the spiritual authority to 
which all men must submit. Just as you cannot erect a building 
without the absolute standards of plumb, and square, and level; 
so you cannot build a life without the moral and spiritual stand- 
ards of the Volume of The Sacred Law. 


Let no one suggest that these are outmoded ideas because 
science has declared that there is no absolute in the universe. There 
are those who have seized on the Einstein theory ofrelativity and 
transferred it to the realm of morals. They have tried to take the 
sting out of conscience and the imperative out of right conduct by 
making relativity an easy and comfortable rationalization of ex- 
pediency in morals. But, as Eddington says in his book on “The 
Nature of The Physical World," “It is a common mistake to sup- 
pose that Einstein's Theory of Relativity asserts that everything 
is relative." We who are not scientists know that in the physical 
world in which we live there are absolutes on which we can de- 
pend. A straight line is still the shortest distance between two 
points, parallel lines never do meet, and two things cannot occupy 
the same space at the same time. It is also true that in the world 
in which we live, the laws of God as presented in the Volume of 
The Sacred Law are still absolute. We can only build safely our 
individual and social structures as we build by the truth, the jus- 
tice, the righteousness and the love, or brotherhood that are the 
teachings of that Book. 


The necessity of establishing this absolute is seen more con- 
vincingly when we canvass the opposite. Russia has a philosophy 
called Dialectical Materialism. According to that philosophy 
as interpreted by Professor Trueblood all events are necessitated 
by material forces which work themselves out into an inevitable

pattern. Material forces determine history, and economic factors 
are sufficient to explain human development." Which means that 
moral and spiritual factors are completely eliminated from all of 
our actions, and man need no longer be considered morally re- 
sponsible for his actions. It means that there is no standard of 
right or wrong, but only that of convenience. It means that there 
are no longer eternal principles, but only temporal expediencies. 
But don’t take my word for it. Lenin wrote: “We Communists have 
been accused of having no morals. That is not true. We have a 
morality that is higher than that of the bourgeoise. It does not 
come from the revelations of a nonexistent God, but from the real- 
ities of the class struggle. Everything that helps the Revolution is 
right, and everything that hinders it is wrong." And he calls that 
morality. 


This then is true. There must be an absolute of truth and 
brotherhood, a final authority in personal conduct and social re- 
lations to which he must subscribe if a man would fulfill his life 
as a Mason, come to full self-realization as a Mason; and if Free- 
masonry would fulfill itself-come to full self-realization as a 
creative force in the life of the world. 


Therefore, because, in spite of superficial differences, Masons 
have through the years, and across the world today bound them- 
selves by vows taken on The Volume of The Sacred Law: 


Because it is a symbol of the Authority of the Great Architect. 
of The Universe: 


Because it constitutes the truth he must believe, the law he 
must obey, the sovereignty to which he must submit who would 
fulfill his life as a Mason and bring fulfillment of life to Freema- 
sonry: 

Because it is one essential that can unite Masons everywhere 
in one universal band of Friends and Brothers: 


We acknowledge it as a landmark, and affirm again our con- 
viction that only those Grand Lodges which make The Volume of 
the Sacred Law an essential part of the furniture of the Lodge are 
worthy of being considered for recognition. Thank you. (Applause.)

Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 


Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforco 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein (28-03).
